Behind the snideness and assassin’s 
brutality of the writing one senses a small, 
mean man without any authentic duende, 
a bully who couldn’t be bothered with 
others’ frailties. Even his humor was 
never embracing. And that he was 
without integrity as well as mercy was ap- 
parent from all the friends, new acquain- 
tances and other hacks whose journalism 
he chummily praised in his own columns. 

Finally, his prose exemplified nothing 
other than caprice and venality; there’s 
no precision or elegance there, only win- 
diness and clumsiness, apart from the 
breath-taking nastiness. To place him 
among the great stylists shows merely 
that one is not well-read. Maybe he was a 
snazzy dresser, or an old-timer, or fun to 
be around; but that’s not enough.

If Worthy were truly interested in 
prison reform for its own sake, he 
wouldn’t be wasting his time, and your 
readers’, trying to assault his unnamed 
faithless “radical.” All he did through his 
article, aside from exhibiting a magnifi- 
cent ability for producing convoluted 
logic, was to add fuel to the fires of those 
very ‘‘on-the-make Beacon Hill’’ 
legislators he wrote of, which leads me to 


question just what his real motives are. If 
one were an opponent of prison reform, 
what better way to attack it than from 
within, acting as a friend rather than a 
foe. Somehow, I can’t bring myself to 
believe that getting burnt by one _—

Please, oh please, don’t print anymore 
rubbish that even remotely resembles 
Worthy’s article. Those of us behind the 
walls are in enough trouble without the 
added burden of having folk use your 
paper as a forum for delivering personal 
attacks that harm not one, but many.

Feminist Capitalism? 
To Karen Lindsey: 
Re: May 5 Phoenix article “Feminist 
Capitalism — Banks and Eateries.” 

I appreciated hearing about the 
women’s bank for the same reason that I 
find learning our herstory valuable — 
awareness of the lives and work efforts of 
women can be a wonderful resource in the 
development of a woman’s consciousness. 
That some women work to build that 
resource by researching our past and com- 
municating events of our present is 


gratifying to me. 
However, I feel it is a disservice to the 
heartiest and most graceful meanings of 


the word “feminist” to use it as a modifier 
adjective to the word capitalism — 
“feminist capitalism.” You said that at 
first, this phrase did not make sense to 
you, that it seemed to be a contradiction 
in terms, but that later you decided that 
“it isn’t such a contradiction after all.” 
Not seeing “feminist capitalism” as a 
contradiction is making the dangerous 
mistake of underestimating the ex- 
clusiveness, (or total nature), of the prin- 
ciples each term actualizes; feminism is 
cooperation, collective efforts for mutual 
benefit; capitalism is competition, a divi- 
sion of labor and a division of lives such 
that one person’s gain is necessarily 
another’s loss. 

The women’s bank may have some un- 
developed feminist inspirations — im- 
plicit in the project is a desire to help 
other women. It fails in not seeing and 
caring for the commonality of women and 
it “helps” a small number of women, a 
division of women, to “succeed” in our 
capitalist society. It seeks to develop 
traditional male qualities in women — 
thus ultimately degrading both the 
female spirit and the female body. 

Feminism is participating in the 
development and living of new forms 
which are potentially beneficial to all. 
The women’s bank as described is limited 
in that it reflects the win-lose system. It 
does represent an improvement over 
current banks in that it intends to provide 
for a broader segment of winners. 

Please, in order to avoid confusion and 
to distinguish and represent the ultimate 


radicalism of the women’s movement, the 
media must be sparing in its use of the 
term feminism, or reserve some other 
words to specifically signify the feminist 
process. A general rule-of-thumb for 
applying the term would be that those 
events which depend upon the involve- 
ment of men most likely de upon 
male-created processes. The First 


Women’s Bank and Trust Company 
employs men in recasted roles and plugs 
into all the other male banks. If you think 
about it, the notion of a “women’s bank” 
is an impossibility, a contradiction in

As an Occupational Therapist 
Assistant employed by Westborough 
State Hospital, I can certainly identify 
with many of the statements in Connie 
Paige’s “‘Where Have All the Mental 
Patients Gone?” (Phoenix, June 11). 

Some of the “mental patients” have 
gone into cooperative community 
residences. At the present time, I am resi- 
dent manager of an apartment building in 
Marlboro. All 18 tenants are “ex-mental 

atients’’ from Westborough State 

ospital. The building is not a halfway 
house; there are no rules, regulations, and 
restrictions. The people living in the 
building have been discharged from the 
hospital (one man spent 34 years there), 
— they are responsible for their own 
ives. 

The success of this cooperative com- 
munity residence is due largely to the fact 
that the entire project is designed for peo- 
ple and not for “ex-mental patients.” A 
lot of different people are involved in 
making the project work. Most of the 
credit, though, has to go to the people who 


live in the building. By becoming aware of 
who they are and not what they are, they 
are back living in the world once again.

Carl Oglesby replies: There’s a national 
security establishment. It is a threat to 
democracy.

WASHINGTON — It is not 
easy to find Spiro T. Agnew 
these days. In March, Agnew 
sold a house he owned in the 
Washington suburbs and 
purchased a smaller place near 
the Maryland capital of An- 
napolis. The former vice- 
president’s new digs are hidden 
not only from the road by woods 
but also from nearby houses. 

After some tricky maneuver- 
ing through wooded roads, a 
friend and I finally did find the 
Agnew house one gray Sunday 
afternoon. A two-story split 
level, it is middle-class- 
suburban in a style totally ap- 
propriate for the man who was 
once the representative of Mid- 
dle America. A dog was barking 
as we drove up but no one was 
around the house. With no small 
amount of fear and trepidation, 
we walked up and rang the 
doorbell. 

A rather large man in work 
clothes answered. “Is Mr. Agnew 
here?” I asked. The man frowned 
and shook his head. ““There is no 
one here,” he replied. He then 
suggested we exit with all possi- 
ble speed. 

As we pulled away, my friend 
grabbed my arm and pointed at 
a man walking through the 
woods. It looked very much like 
Agnew; at least the lion’s head 
on a penguin’s body was right. 
He moved toward the house and, 
thinking of the large man at the 
door, we decided not to follow. 

Few people have seen very 
much of Spiro Agnew since his 
sudden fall from power in Oc- 
tober, 1973. For a couple of 
months after the fall, you could 
catch a glimpse of Agnew-going 
to and from his Washington of- 
fices that were provided by the 
federal government. Judy Agnew 
occasionally still shows up at 
functions for Senate wives, func- 
tions she regularly attended 
when “her husband vice- 


president. Only once have the 


Agnews appeared at 4 large 
public gathering — a’ concert 
given by Frank Sinatra in 
Washington earlier this year. 
The Agnews arrived just before 
the start of the show and receiv- 
ed an ovation from the suburban 
crowd on hand. They were also 
afforded special treatment by 
the concert hall’s security 
guards, who towed away other 
patrons’ cars so those bearing the 
Agnew entourage could be park- 
ed near the hall. 

The reception Agnew received 
at the Sinatra concert was a con- 
crete example of a peculiarity 
now being displayed by your 
average American. Spiro Agnew, 
confessed felon, is still a hero. 
His following may not be as large 
as it once was and it is doubtful 
he could put a political cam- 
paign together, but many voters 
still see something of quality in 
.the man. 

Perhaps if Agnew had actually 
gone on trial and the facts in his 
case had been laid out in detail, 
there would be less of this hero 
worship. Agnew’s wheelings and 
dealings while governor of 
Maryland and as vice-president 
make the Watergate scandals 
appear high-level stuff by com- 
parison. 

Early in Agnew’s first term as 
vice-president, a certain Jerome 
Wolff, architect by trade, drove 
from Baltimore to Washington. 
He entered the Executive Office 
Building and went toAgnew’s of- 
fice. The vice-president greeted 
him warmly. Behind closed 
doors Wolff handed Agnew an 
envelope containing $2500 in 
cash. The payoff was partly for 
past services rendered and partly 
for promise of help with Genera 
Services Administration (GSA 
contracts. 

That is just how cheap a buy 
Agnew was. In these days of in- 


flation, even a Boston. School 


Committee member would laugh 
at so small a kickback. 

The Wolff incident is just one 
in a series compiled by the US 
attorney's office in Baltimore 


and presented to the court at the 
time of Agnew’s nolo contendere 
plea on October 10, 1973. In their 
account of the case, A Heartbeat 
Away, Richard Cohen and Jules 
Whitcover recall the reaction of 
reporters to the material releas- 
ed. Even the most cynical 
Maryland journalist exclaimed, 
“This stuff is incredible.” The 
Wall Street Journal reporter who 
first broke the Agnew investiga- 
tion story read the evidence, 
shook his head and said, “I never 
believed it could be this bad.” 
Immediately after Agnew did 
his dance in court and resigned 
his office, newspapers noted how 
the man who had had the inside 
track to the presidency in 1976 
had been driven from office in 
disgrace. ‘“‘No man has ever 
fallen so far so fast,” said the 
Washington Post. Agnew has, 
however, survived very well for 
so fallen a man. True, he lost his 
right to practice law in 
Maryland, but he has set up a 
“consulting service,” which will

function just as well as a law 
firm, as a front for lobbying and 
political activities. Recently, the 
former vice-president rented new 
offices in a posh building near 
Annapolis. The rent is said to ex- 
ceed $4000 per month. 

As the rental fee indicates, the 
man has some money coming in. 
Playboy Press paid Agnew a 
healty $250,000 advance for a 
work of fiction the ex-veep had 
proposed. Whoever made that 
decision for the publishing house 
clearly has not been reading 
much good literature lately. A 
Xerox copy of the outline and of 
one chapter has been floating 
around Washington for some 
time, and the laughter the 
writing has provoked has been 
heard as far away as Baltimore. 
A literary agent who was ap- 
proached to handle the book says 
the quality of writing ‘reminds 
me of Allen Drury at his absolute 
worst.” 

The chapter, which details the 
romantic beginnings between a 
bachelor vice-president and a 
beautiful secretary of HEW,, 
does not make a good read. Some 
of the more lovey-dovey passages 
will probably remind readers of 
those paragraphs cited by 
Newgate Callendar of the New 
York Times as “the ends of

books you’ll never want to read 
the beginnings of.” Playboy and 
Agnew’s agent keep describing 
the writing (which apparently 
really is Agnew’s own) as 
“masculine.” 

Still the advance is hefty and 
Agnew will receive more than a 
little coin from the sales and 
from Ladies’ Home Journal, 
which had purchased the reprint 
rights. Agnew’s agent has es- 
timated the eventual take at 
$500,000 plus. 

Then there is the change that 
Agnew picked up from a small 
realty deal. The veep originally 
paid $115,000 in 1969 for a house 
in Kensington, Maryland. In 
1973 — after his fall — he sold 
the place for over $300,000, 
thanks at least in part to a cool 
$100,000 in taxpayers’ money 
that the GSA had sunk into 
providing extras and security. 
Since his new place cost only 
$150,000, the Agnews realized a 
profit of over $50,000 before tax- 
es on the deal. 

Each morning, say friends of 
Agnew, the former vice- 
president arises early to a hearty 
breakfast provided by a friendly 
former campaign contributor 
who happens to run a super- 
market chain. For the past 
several years, the same con- 
tributor has been dropping off 
the Agnew groceries — gratis — 
and continues to do so. 

For most of the day, Agnew 
works in his study on the novel. 
The writing has been going slow- 
ly, report friends, but Agnew ex- 
pects the work to be done by a 
fall deadline. ‘‘He isn’t a 
professional writer, you know,” 
says an old Agnew associate, “‘so 
it doesn’t come easily to him.” 

Agnew’s social activities are 
limited. Usually an outing will 
consist of dinner with old An- 
napolis political cronies at one of 
the Italian restaurants that 
Agnew favors. It is strongly 
suspected that these old 
associates might still be helping 
Agnew out with some cash. The 
legal fees the veep incurred were 
paid with surprising dispatch, 
and Maryland pols do have a 
reputation for helping out finan- 
cially those who take a’ fall 
without implicating others. It is 
very similar to how the Mafia 
provides for its jailed members. 

With all this going for him 
there is no need to.shed a tear for 
Spiro Agnew. He continues to 
live well, to see old friends and 
make money. History will un- 
doubtedly treat him badly but 
his contemporary followers have 
not. In a lot of ways Spiro is still 
a hero. His is still an American 
Success story, even if slightly 
besmirched.

CIVIL RIGHTS 
North Carolina is not typified 
by Senator Sam Ervin’s homilies 
and concern for civil liberties. 
The state combines a gothic 
Southern heritage with scientific 
repressive techniques. On July 


| Fourth, in Raleigh, the state 


capital, the largest civil rights 
demonstration in the South 
since the death of Dr. Martin 
Luther King is scheduled to take 
place. The demonstration will 
focus on the $13.5 million 
federally funded behavior 
modification prison proposed for 
Butner, North Carolina. The 
prison, which will be a national 
center for “Clockwork Orange” 
style experimentation, is the 
proto-type of the super-prison 
proposed recently for 
Massachusetts. 

Almost half of the people on 
death row in the US — some 31 
— are in North Carolina prisons. 
All but ten are black and one is 
an American Indian. One-third 
of those facing the gas chamber 
are charged with burglary or 
rape. A North Carolina prison of- 
ficial, explaining the benefits of 
the death penalty, said, “You 
can’t kill one man and not 
another, so here they’re going to 
kill them all.” 

The Raleigh demonstration is 
endorsed by the Southern Chris- 
tian Leadership Conference, the 
Mid-Atlantic conference of the 
United Church of Christ, 
Congressman John Conyers (D- 
Mich), the American Indian 
Movement, the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, the National Alliance 
Against Racist and Political 
Repression (co-chaired by 
Angela Davis), Charles Hayes of 
the Coalition of Black Trade 
Unionists, the National 
Conference of Black Lawyers, 
Olympic track star John Carlos, 
and writer James Baldwin. Jazz 
musician Donald Byrd and 
Stevie Wonder will perform at 
the rally. For info call 423-0454.

The 
new information center was 
described by Ralph Nader as “‘a 
major initiative by local citizens 
to prevent an ultra-hazardous 
plant from being built in the 
area.” .... The CIA airline in 
Southeast Asia, Air America, is 
curtailing its activities. Its per- 
sonnel are looking for work and 
are placing notices advertising 
themselves as flight crews “ex- 
perienced in mountain 
operations” and executives “‘us- 
ed to dealing with diverse 
nationalities,” The Wall Street 
Journal reports ... Streakers were 
ignored at the recent United 
Auto Workers convention. One 
delegate opined, “It’s illegal. 
The lady wasn’t wearing a union 
button, so we can’t recognize 
her.” .... The Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War will be 
demonstrating in Washington 
from July 1 through the Fourth. 
They are demanding decent 
benefits for all vets, an end of US 
aid to the Thieu regime, uncon- 
ditional amnesty and Nixon’s 
removal from office.

The US has 
three times as many nuclear 
warheads as the Soviet Union, it 
appears, despite Senator Henry 
Jackson’s hysterical statements 
to the contrary. Another Mother 
for Peace, a nationwide group, 
states that the Atomic Energy 
Commission turns out three to 
four warheads a day, each one 
three to ten times more destruc- 
tive than the Hiroshima bomb 


READING 

The Boston Herald American 
recently made the ten worst 
newspaper list of [MORE], the 
journalism review, but even the 
Globe seems to have nodded in a 
couple of articles that ran a week 
ago. An article on “Women, 
Violence and Crime” noted that 
women “are outdoing men in the 
business of crime and violence. 
They commit murders, 
muggings and assaults, and are 
the primary maimers and killers 
of children. They rob banks 
and steal cars; they shoplift and 
embezzle. They dominate the 
radical revolutionary movement 
today ....” This compilation, un- 
complicated by the presence of 
too many statistics, apparently 
manages to include radicalism as 
a crime. 


In connection with that piece, 
the Globe would have done well 
to have sent a reporter out to 
Berkeley, the veritable land of 
the SLA’s cobra, to check out the 
Graduate School of Criminology 
there. Their student body is 
composed for the most part of 
dedicated leftists seeking, with 
the ideal of justice in mind, to 
find constructive and concrete 
solutions to the problem of 
crime. But the school’s ad- 
ministration and the University 
of California Regents (of which 
“Tania” Hearst’s mother is a 
member) decided recently to end 
this unique experiment by simp- 
ly closing the place. 

Another Globe article that 
used facts precariously was 
written by Jack Vaughn, a 
former assistant secretary of — 
state for Latin American affairs 
under LBJ. In an analysis of 
Cuba-Latin American relations, 
Vaughn stated that South 
American countries were 
recognizing Cuba because of a 
“generalized Latin feeling that 
communism has failed in Cuba.” 
That is indeed news — especially 
to most of the Latin American 
specialists in the Washington 
area, and certainly to all of those 
Florida freedom fighters — and 
probably should have been given 
bigger play than page 44. The 
Globe itself even captioned a 
picture of Fidel Castro ‘making 
a comeback,” as though he were 
Frank Sinatra. One wonders 
which of Vaughn’s acquain- 
tances in Latin government 
circles speaks for this “generaliz- 
ed feeling,” or if he really thinks 
that the people have it.

Up to 200 workers laid off 
when the Revere Sugar 
Refinery in Charlestown shut 
down in March (Phoenix, 
March 12) will go back to 
work this summer. Sucrest, a 
New York based firm, bought 
the 55-year-old refinery from 
United Brands and plans to 
be packaging sugar by 
August. The sale will not 
affect severance benefits 
which United Brands agreed 
to pay to the 500 Revere 
workers after their union, 
Meatpackers’ Local P-400, 
demonstrated at the Pruden- 
tial Center, United Brands’ 
Boston headquarters, on 
February 12. 


To date, 60 former Revere 
workers who have applied for 
jobs at the refinery have been 
rehired. No one has been 
hired who was not a former 
Revere worker. Sucrest ex- 


workers this summer, after 
‘completely revovating the 
refinery. If sales are high, 
more may be rehired, but 
automation will probably 
keep the workforce size from 
returning to 500. - 


The sale came after Sucrest 
and Local P-400 agreed to a 
new three-year contract. 
From the workers’ point of 
view, the new contract is 
somewhat weaker than the 
old agreement with United 
Brands. There is no pension 
plan, vacations and overtime 
have been cut, and the 
guaranteed annual wage has 
been reduced. Sucrest 
promises to hire a majority of 
the -new workforce, rather 
than all of it, from the old 
group. All workers will be ‘“‘on 
probation” for four months 
after production resumes, 
which means they can be 
fired for any reason. 


Union officials feel that. 
these cuts were necessary to 
get Sucrest to take the risk of 
reopening and renovating the 
refinery, which has been los- 
ing money since 1966. “We 
expected to take a cut,” since 
Bill Varney, Local treasurer. 
“If the refinery exists for three 
years, we'll be in there 
fighting for a better con- 
tract.” 
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Energy Past, Future 
An Answer is Blowin’ in the Wind

Talk seriously about wind 
power and most would probably 
giggle, hoot and holler. The im- 
age of the Boston skyline whirl- 
ing with Dutch-style windmills 
is absurd. But today’s mills are 
designed to run far out at sea, 
where we'd rarely catch a 
glimpse of them — so the Boston 
skyline would remain as is. 

The rebirth of windmills ex- 
perimentation is partly a result 
of nuclear power reactor draw- 
backs. 


In the early Fifties, worldwide 
alternate energy programs were 
all cut cut off by the claims of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the International Atomic 
Energy Authority that nuclear 
was the one great answer to our 
rising energy needs. From 1954 
to 1972 it was generally believed 
that nothing was wrong with 
nuclear reactors. It was con- 
sidered clean, safe, and (accor- 
ding to AEC) “too cheap to 
meter.” Today we know it is not 
as advertised on any of those 
counts. Universities, foundations 
and many researchers have 
decided to pull some eggs out of 
the nuclear energy basket. The 
National Science Foundation 
will spend some seven million 
dollars on wind power research 
next year, compared to $1.5 
million last year, and half of that 
the year before. 


But the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission will never support large 
scale solar or wind research, 
because of their traditional one- 
minded commitment to nuclear 
energy, whatever the price. 

Dr. William Heronemus, a 
civil engineering professor at U. 
Mass., Amherst, was designing 


nuclear power plants that would 
be far out at sea (where the cool- 
ing system would use ocean 
water) when he heard what Dan 
Ford and Dr. Henry Kendall had 
to say about nuclear reactors. 
Ford and Kendall, members of 
MIT’s Union of Concerned 
Scientists, have challenged the 
safety systems of nuclear plants, 
and have pointed at other 
technical problems which the in- 
dustry and the Atomic Energy 
Commission have not been able 
to solve. Heronemus heard Ken- 
dall’s arguments, quit working 
with nuclear power, and started 
experimenting with other power 
systems including windmills. He 
proposes that we erect windmill 
systems out at sea along the 
Eastern seaboard that could 
supply more kilowatts than the 
region needs. 


“In 1970 I became aware of the 
people in the electrical engineer- 
ing department at Oklahoma 
State University who had been 
working on wind power for seven 
years at that point. But we were 
busy. designing nuclear power 
plants out at sea. Somehow we 
heard of Henry Kendall and Dan 
Ford and what they were saying, 
and we decided we wanted 
nothing more to do with 
nuclear,” Dr. Heronemus said. 

“So we got into wind power,” 
he continued. “T just resurrected 
what other people had done, and 
asked the question ‘If wind 
power couldn’t compete in the 
past is there any chance it can be 
made competitive now?’ ” 

The first result of his con- 
clusions was disappointing. Dr. 
Heronemus published a paper in 
April, 1972, that seemed to in- 
dicate that wind power was too 


expensive. What he didn’t know 
at the time was, of course, that 
the cost of electricity would rise 
drastically within the next two 
years. 

“When I finished writing that 
1972 paper, the average price per 
kilowatt hour in New England 
was on the order of 28 mills. (A 
mill is one-tenth of a cent.) The 
wind system I’d developed need- 
ed an average of about 32 mills 
per kilowatt. So I was about 15 
percent high, and I was kind of 
upset about that. You unders- 
tand, the doctrine at the time 
was that the cost of electricity 
could only drop. Little did I 
know that the cost would actual- 
ly skyrocket. 

“Things didn’t look good for 
windpower with the cheap elec- 
tricity of 1972, but it looks fan- 
tastic now,’”’ Dr. Heronemus ex- 
plained. ‘“‘Consider that this year 
the average price of electricity 
per kilowatt hour is 44 mills, and 
it’s going up. Before 1975 we’ll be 
paying 50 mills per kilowatt hour 
(from most estimations) and 
that’s certainly a great deal more 
than the 32 mills that wind 
power would cost.” 

In his experimentation, Dr. 
Heronemus estimated that a 
small windmill placed in Squan- 
tum (south of Dorchester) would 
yield 46,000 kilowatt hours of 
electricity a year. The same size 
windmill located offshore on 
George’s Bank, however, could 
yield 91,000 kilowatt hours a 
year — because of higher winds. 
Though not the best region in the 
country for wind power, New 
England has sufficient offshore 
winds to supply the area with 
electricity using many wind- 
mills. 


“In New England we have 
good winds,” Dr. Heronemus 
said. “These are the Westerlies 
that are sucked out across New 
England and are drawn into that 
low pressure area south of 
Iceland day after day. Velocity of 
winds offshore is tremendous. 

The offshore wind power 
system would occupy portions of 
the earth that really aren’t doing 
much good for anybody right 
now. The fishing that goes on in 
these waters is of the variety that 
environmentalists say will wipe 
out our marine population. The 
Heronemus offshore windmill 
plan would neither disturb fish 
nor pollute the water. 

The oldest and most familiar 
use of windpower is for boats. 
Ancient sailing vessels and land 
windmills used the wind for 
power for centurues. En- 
vironmental Action magazine 
reports that by 1850 the use of 
windmills in America 
represented about 1.4 billion 
horsepower-hours of work, or the 
amount of energy produced by 
burning 11.8 billion tons of coal. 
But by 1870, the steam engine 
had made its entrance on the 
scene, and the death knell 
sounded for windmills. The 
once-common prairie windmill 
disappeared from the landscape. 

The progress of the windmill 
continued in Europe. In 1900 
there was a sizeable wind power 
laboratory in Denmark. Spain, 
Germany, Yugoslavia and 
France experimented with wind- 
mills, and by 1925 there was 
large use of wind power in Ger- 
many. Having depleted a large 
portion of their coal supply in 
World War I, Germany put their

The Book Store: Hardcovers for Rent

This is what a bookstore is 
supposed to be — paperback ad- 
dicts please step to the rear. The 
Book Store (and what better 
name?) at 76 Chestnut Street on 
Beacon Hill is the last, indepen- 
dent hardcover bookstore in 
Boston, according to the 
manager. In a time when 
bookstores bear a strange 
resemblance to supermarkets, 
this place is a small blessing. 
More than five people in the 
store at the same time are a 
crowd because every available 
shelf, table and corner has been 
given over to the books. 


That isn’t all. The Book Store 
is probably the last of its kind 
that still runs a lending library. 
That is, it rents books and the 
cost is minimal. First, there is a 
$2 deposit; after that the daily 
charges run from 15 cents to 25 
cents a day depending upon the 
price of the book. The rental 


books are not those dredged up 
from the dead dog racks, either. 
The latest fiction and non-fiction 
books all find their way into the 
lending library, usually the first 
day they arrive. Its list of detec- 
tive/suspense fiction is one of the 
best you’ll find anywhere. 


The store is a basement shop 
just off <* Charles St., marked 
only by a small, uncluttered win- 
dow and an unspectacular sign 
that hangs at eye-level just 
above it. Anybody who keeps 
their nose to the ground would 
miss it. 

The choice of books is not 
large but selective and kept 
meticulously up to date. The fic- 
tion, non-fiction and art books 
are excellent and if you can’t 
find something you want, they 
will order it for you without 
hesitation and call you when it 
comes in. The Book Store also 
has_a. large stock of children’s 


books all shelved together in one 
room in the back. 

An occasional table and chair 
are there for the convenience of 
the customer who might want to 
sit for a moment to check out a 
volume. If you need help, advice 
or a recommendation, you can 
ask for it; if not, you are left 
alone to browse, an individual 
sport that is sorely in need of a 
renaissance. 

The store is closed on Satur- 
day through the summer but 
open weekdays from 10 to 5. Its 
customers (who include Mayor 
Kevin White and Atlantic 
editor, Edward Weeks) are a 
quiet sort and the noise level in- 
side The Book Store is the same. 
No noise, no confusion, no 
thundering piles of Xaviera 
Hollander’s latest to grate on 
your eyes and ears — just a 
small, unpretentious place to 
look for books. They don’t sell 
Lottery tickets, either.

the dealer’s costs for a new car 
(American only). Take the list price 
(bottom sticker) of both the car and 
‘the options you intend to buy, ex- 
cluding the shipping charges or fees 
for waxing and undercoating, if any. 
Multiply that figure by 0.77 for a full- 
sized model, 0.81 for an intermediate 
and 0.85 for a compact or sub- 
compact. Then add back the freight 
charge and some markup for the 
dealer (Consumer Report judges about 
10 percent of the dealer’s cost to be a 
reasonable figure) and you have a fair 
price to pay.

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compromise of an ecumenicist. 
But rarely does the passage of a 
bill become a religion in itself, as 
has happened with two measures 
— one on fetal research and the 
other on abortion — being guid- 
ed down the legislative path by 
Rep. William Delahunt (D- 
Quincy). 

Even now, after months of 
negotiations over the fetal 
research bill among legislators, 
Right-to-Lifers and represen- 
tatives of the medical communi- 
ty, researchers are not wholly 
satisfied with the final Act. And 
a doctored-up abortion bill, as of 
this writing not yet signed into 
law, angers feminists and civil 
libertarians every bit as much as 
the original. Delahunt quite 
sincerely, it seems, has had to try 
to satisfy both groups while fen- 
ding off the more conservative 
elements in the legislature and 
its constituency. 

The research bill in its initial 
form would have prohibited any 
study of or experimentation 
whatsover on live or dead 
fetuses, except to “preserve or 
determine the life or health of 
the fetus or the health of the 
mother.”’ Doctors were so dis- 
turbed by its implications that 
twice they prevailed upon 
Delahunt and House Speaker 
David Bartley to change the bill. 

The first time, a group led by 
Dr. David Nathan of Children’s 
Hospital, Dr. Kenneth Ryan, 
chief of staff of the Boston 
Hospital for Women, and Dr. 
Thomas Weller, Harvard Nobel 
Prize winner who helped develop 
the polio vaccine, engineered a 
compromise allowing studies on 
dead fetuses and live tissue ex- 
tracted from them. 

This version went easily 
through the House and Senate 
and up to the Governor’s desk for 
his final signature, when a few 
researchers had second thoughts 
about its wording. At their re- 
quest, Delahunt and Bartley 
suggested minor language 
changes that the Governor 
adopted, in another extraor- 
dinary bypass of the usual 
routine. The second compromise 
— allowing procedures to 
diagnose and treat the fetus in 
utero — again was voted through 
the legislature and last week 
signed into law by the Governor. 

What appeared to have been 
definitive negotiations actually 
left some confusion and distress 
behind. Said Neil Chayet, an at- 
torney retained by the 
researchers to help them 
hammer out the compromises 
and sympathetic to their con- 
cerns, “Now we have a bill that 
is at least clear in language, but 
still bad in principle. I’m suppor- 
ting a bad bill only because if I 
had failed to support a bad bill, 
that would have resulted in a 
worse one.”’ 

Chayet explained that 
Delahunt had made it clear that 
the Senate, in an “ugly mood,” 
would have passed a far more 
restrictive bill had the 
researchers pursued the matter 
further. Delahunt confirmed 
that there was talk of such a 
measure, but refused to disclose 
which Senators might have 
sponsored it. He defended the 
present law by pointing out that 
many states have passed 
prohibitive legislation, like the 
simple Illinois one-liner outlaw- 
ing altogether any experimenta- 
tion on fetuses. by 

As it now stands, no research 
studies can be made on a fetus in 


the womb if the mother is plan- _ 


ning to have an abortion and if 
the study might jeopardize the 
life or health of the fetus. Nor 
can experiments be done on 


Hospital for which four doctors 
were indicted last April 11 under 
another law, a nineteenth- 
century grave-robbing statute. 
In that experiment, women 
about to have abortions who had 
consented to be involved were 
given two different drugs to 
determine which better passed 
through the placenta into the 
fetus. The drugs in question were 
thought to be possible cures for 
congenital syphilis in newborns. 

During a working session last 
Thursday night, Delahunt, 
Chayet and a number of 
researchers from Harvard, Tufts, 
Boston University and the 
University of Massachusetts ex- 
changed opinions on what other 
research might be banned under 
the new law. There was common 
agreement that diagnostic 
procedures helping to determine 
whether a fetus had contracted 
sickle cell anemia and other con- 
genital diseases would be legal, 
whereas it would be illegal to test 


. German measles or flu vaccines 


on pregnant women planning to 
abort whose fetuses might 
develop abnormalities from the 
experiment. Likewise, from 
Chayet’s reading of the Act 
(though Delahunt, also a lawyer, 
disagreed), it appeared to be 
against the law to prolong the 
life of an early aborted fetus 
when the expectation was that 
the fetus would die. Such a study 
might have helped determine 
how to keep alive premature 
babies and prevent them from 
becoming retarded or otherwise 
defective. Also, in Chayet’s opi- 
nion, research on the abortion 
procedure itself most likely 
would be prohibited. 

Paradoxically, as several of 
the doctors pointed out, the law 
now allows in some cases what 
might be dangerous experimen- 
tation on fetuses that women 
were planning to carry to term, 
but not on those that were to-be 
aborted. This and other 
problems may be ironed out by a 
commission of legislators, 
researchers and interested lay 
people soon to be established by 
Delahunt to study this law and 
the as yet largely unregulated 
area of human research, in- 
cluding genetic engineering and 
cloning. 

By affording protection to the 
unborn fetus, the new law 
suggests that it is a person — a 
distinction, according to the 
Supreme Court’s 1973 abortion 
ruling, that is clearly subor- 
dinate to the woman’s right to 
have an abortion during the first 
two trimesters of her pregnancy. 
On these grounds, there may be 
a court test of the soundness of 
the law, though most likely it 
will come via the legal communi- 
ty and not the researchers. 

A similar fate may await the 
abortion bill, which as of this 
writing is still held up in 
legislative committee. In its in- 
itial form, this legislation con- 
tradicted the Supreme Court 
ruling in several major respects. 

Most important, the bill 
prohibits abortions after the 
twentieth week of pregnancy ex- 
cept to save the life or health of 
the mother. The Supreme Court 
decision allows abortions up to 
the time the fetus becomes 
viable, or able to live outside the 
mother’s womb. “Viability,” 
reads the Court’s brief, “‘is usual- 
ly placed at about seven months 
(28 weeks), but may occur 
earlier, even at 24 weeks.”’ Those 
in favor of abortion generally 
take this to mean that 24 weeks 
is the cut-off point, whereas 
Right-to-Lifers argue that the 
vagueness of the definition opens

id for exclusive TV rights to McCord, 

ich said, they certainly weren’t going to 
let the competition get a free crack at 
their prize. So when WNAC’s Ken Wayne 
showed up, he was not allowed to film the 
event. 


Rich’s reasoning is ‘‘a lot of crap” ac- 
cording to Bernstein. “James McCord is 
news,” he said, “‘and I’m just destroyed to 
think that in this day and age, when there 
is such a crying need for access, 
something like this could happen.” 


Bernstein is talking about issuing a for- 
mal protest over the incident. Channel 4, 
meanwhile, didn’t even bother with the 
conference. Instead, a WBZ film crew 
camped outside McCord’s hotel room — 
but McCord, obviously aware of his ex- 
clusivity contract, wouldn’t talk. “It may 
come as a surprise to you,” Rich said, 
“but the man has integrity.”

Executives at radio station WEEI are 
delighted with the first ratings figures 
they’ve received since the station changed 
over to an all-news format April |. The 
weekly increase of 215,000 listeners, the 
largest audience boost of any Boston sta- 
tion, shows there is a market for radio 
news, which is encouraging. From a profit 
standpoint, meanwhile, the demographic 
breakdown is even more encouraging, 
showing a dramatic increase in the 
number of listeners aged 25 to 49. 

That’s important, advertising people 
will tell you, because those are the people 
with the most buying power. In the 
process, of course, WEEI has lost much of 
the elderly audience that its old talk for- 
mat attracted. But the old folks have very 
little buying power — so the hell with 
them.

the edge over the morning papers on & big 
story, and, of course, TV news directors 
get upset when the reverse seems to be 
true.

release date and Channel 4’s newspeople, 
who had a film package all set to go that 
evening, were outraged when the Herald 
American broke the story (and the em- 
bargo) that morning. 

More and more, news organizations are 
ignoring embargos that are obviously 
manipulative — but unless a mutually- 
agreed-upon policy is worked out, hard 
feelings will persist and legitimate em- 
bargos — for which there is a real need — 
may be lost.

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Quaker Collides with Cambridge Police

Arthur Fink believes in non- 
violence. He says he has worked 
at it, struggled with it, tried hard 
to train himself in it. 

Last Wednesday the Cam- 
bridge police tested his training. 

It happened shortly after 
noon. Fink, a Quaker who works 
at the American Friends Service 
Committee on Inman St., 
entered police headquarters in 
Central Square at around 12:10 
to act as an observer while 
. another man tried to lodge a 
complaint against the police. 

Within 20 minutes — while 
still in headquarters — Fink was 
arrested, charged with idle and 
disorderly conduct and, he says, 
pushed and punched by an of- 
ficer and told he would be charg- 
ed with assaulting the officer as 
well. 

Minutes after the arrest Fink 
was abruptly released when he 
was identified as an American 
Friends staffer and agreed not to 
take any court action. 

“He signed a release which in 
effect says this is the end of it,” 
says Cambridge Police Capt. 
Thomas Burke the following 
day. 

Burke said Fink had been 
arrested and charged with dis- 
orderly conduct, but not with 
assault. He said he could not 
release a report on the incident 
without the okay of Chief of 
Police James Regan, who was 
unavailable. 

“The record of the arrest is 
erased,” said Burke. “In effect 
it’s as if the incident never 
happened.” 

The story of what did happen, 
in the absence of a police report, 
is left to Fink to tell. He says it 
began at 12:10 p.m. Wednesday 
afternoon when he went to police 
headquarters with William Cody 
Chapman. 

Chapman, says Fink, is a 
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former mental patient who was 
recently arrested by Cambridge 
police and had been trying to 
lodge a complaint about what he 
felt was the brutal way it was 
done. 

“T went as an observer,” says 
Fink, ‘‘not as an advocate. I’m 
not judging the validity of the 
complaint.” 

According to Fink’s account, 
Chapman was immediately 


recognized by Sgt. John 
McMahon, on duty at the front 
desk. Fink says he stood by while 
the two talked for a few minutes, 
and the conversation led to one 
result: McMahon wouldn’t hand 
over the complaint forms. 
Chapman then led Fink to the 
second floor of headquarters, and 
the two began talking with a 
police captain whom Fink later 
could not identify. This meeting 


was even less profitable, says 
Fink: the captain informed them 
the complaint forms could be 
found downstairs, and followed 
the two down to the front desk. 

During both conversations, 
says Fink, he identified himself 
by name and said he had come 
as an observer. He did not say he 
was connected with the 
American Friends Service Com- 
mittee.

At the front desk Sgt. 
McMahon flatly refused to give 
Chapman the forms, and two 
conversations started: Chapman 
and McMahon, Fink and the un- 
identified captain. 

“Finally,” says Fink, “he: 
[Chapman] turned to leave, say- 
ing something like, ‘Come on, 
these bastards aren’t going to be 
of any help to us.’ 

“McMahon turned to me and 
told me to leave,” says Fink. “I 
said I was talking to the captain 
trying to find out if there were 
any other ways a complaint 
could be filed. 

“At that point,” says Fink, 
“McMahon grabbed me by the 
arm, pushed me around the 
counter against a fence they’ve 
got by the booking area, and said 
I was under arrest for rude and 
disorderly conduct. 

“Then he said, ‘Make that idle 
and disorderly conduct, and you 
can add assaulting an officer to 
it.” He then gave me two or three 
blows to the shoulders and chest 
— which didn’t cause anything 
but some physical discomfort.” 

The rest was routine. Fink was 
booked and placed in a cell, 
where he remained until 
Elizabeth Boardman arrived in 
response to his single telephone 
call. Ms. Boardman, a woman in 
her fifties, identified herself im- 
mediately as a member of the 
American Friends Committee, 
and Fink was let out after sign- 
ing the release. 

And by .Thursday, the Cam- 
bridge police seemed to regret 
the whole thing more than Fink 
did. 

“To me it was a glimpse 
behind a facade, a glimpse of the 
police that people in our position 
usually don’t get, a reminder 
that there are some people who 
live in fear of them.” 
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Fuller: Out of the Race, into 


the Headlines

The reaction this past week, 
by politicians, police officials, 
and the media, to revelations in 
last week’s paper of a death 
threat that supposedly drove 
auto dealer Peter Fuller out of 
the race for governor has been 
overwhelming — enough even to 
have stunned Fuller himself. _ 

Although Fuller still refuses to 
file a complaint with the police 
about the threat, the Phoenix 
story resulted in a new and all- 
out State Police investigation of 
his charges — instigated at the 
request of Gov. Sargent. 

The investigation was assign- 
ed to the major crimes unit and 
will be headed by Det. John R. 
O’Donovan. 

It was also revealed that the 
FBI has been conducting an in- 
vestigation of sorts, though 
Fuller has reportedly been reluc- 
tant to discuss details of the 
threat and is unable to offer a 
physical description of the man 
who threatened him, a man 
Fuller believed to be a 
professional hoodlum. 

‘It’s not really an in- 
vestigation,” said Special Agent 


James O. Newpher, “it’s more of 
a preliminary inquiry, and it is 
continuing to some degree.” Has 
the added publicity had any 
effect on the FBI's actions? 
“None,” Newpher said, “other 
than that the news media keep 
calling me.” 

But William Barnstead, 
Republican State Committee 
Chairman, doesn’t think that’s 
adequate. “There should be a 
massive study of the thing,” he 
contended. “I can’t think of a 
more important thing that’s 
happened in the last ten years. 

“To think that in this day and 
age a guy could be intimidated 
out of running for office. This 
tops Watergate, it really does. 
The governor is an important 
position, after all, and this is go- 
ing to cast a shadow on anyone 
running for the office.” 

However, the strongest reac- 
tion by far to the Fuller death 
threat story was skepticism. The 
Globe ran an editorial that said, 
in effect, there is no reason to 
doubt Fuller’s integrity but we 
still don’t believe a word he says. 

Heading the list of skeptics 


was Globe columnist Dave 
Farrell, who pointed out what he 
felt were discrepancies in the 
details of Fuller’s story. Farrell 
reported that Fuller told a friend 
two weeks ago that the gunman 
was crouching on the floor of his 
car when he got in it that mor- 
ning, and pointed a gun at his 
head. 

Other accounts, including that 
printed in last week’s Phoenix, 
had -the gunman jumping into 
the car after Fuller had entered 
it — but none of these detailed 
stories came directly from 
Fuller. 

“There are no discrepancies,” 
Fuller said last week. “The only 
discrepancies are in the repor- 
ting. I’ve not given the details to 
anyone except the authorities, 
and I’m not going to. But these 
stories about a guy hiding in the 
bushes, running around in the 
yard, jumping into the car are 
just nutty.” 


Fuller did fill in one more gap 
in his story, though — where he 
was the two days following the 
alleged threat. “I simply took a 


long drive to New York,” he said, 
“to sort out my thoughts, and I 
came back the next day.” 


Yet one major gap remains: 
Fuller still refuses to tell anyone, 
except the authorities, exactly 
what the gunman said to him. “T 
don’t think it would be in my 
best interests or anyone else’s to 
reveal that,” he said, reiterating, 
though, that “there was no scan- 
dal involved.” 


But the Globe, both editorially 
and through Dave Farrell’s 
column, raised the possibility 
that Fuller’s bizarre tale was a 
kind of elaborate scheme to 
smear Gov. Sargent by innuen- 
do. Farrell observed, quite right- 
ly, that whereas Fuller totally 
absolves Sargent in his public 
statements, in private talks with 
reporters he encourages specula- 
tion that the threat might have 
originated from an over-zealous 
Sargent supporter without the 
boss’s knowledge. 

Less credible, though, was 
Farrell’s contention that Fuller 
should have known better than 
to say the gunman was a 


professional hoodlum because 
Tom McNeeley is supposed to 
have’ checked that theory out 
with his associates and found it 
untrue. 


“McNeeley did go downtown 
and checked with some people,” 
Fuller said, “and they said they 
knew nothing of the threat. But 
don’t you think Farrell’s thesis i is 
idiotic?” 


As for the “Sargent smear” 
theory, Fuller says, “I believe 
that the governor is absolutely 
honest. But it’s a bunch of 
bullshit to say that no one 
benefited politically from my 
dropping out, and I think it 
would be very ‘dishonest of me to 
say so.” 


The Globe, meanwhile, has 
editorially urged Fuller to en- 
dorse Sargent as the only way to 
clear the air. The whole story is 
pretty bizarre, and is bound to 
get even moreso before it’s over. 
But Peter Fuller will be giving 
away Cadillacs on the street cor- 
ner before he’ll lend his support 
to Sargent. 
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Impeachment Heads for the House

As one moves farther and 
farther along the impeachment 
route, from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to the House to the 
Senate, it becomes increasingly 
risky to predict the outcome. Yet 
it is a worthwhile exercise, in my 
opinion, to look ahead and to 
make at least tentative counts of 
votes. For one thing, it gives us a 
little better idea of what the 
various participants in the 
process are anticipating. For 
another, it’s only human to want 
to know the final score while the 
game is still going on. 

Let us assume that the House 
Judiciary Committee has voted 
for a bill of impeachment by a 
margin of 26-12. All 21 Com- 
mittee Democrats, under this 
hypothesis, have voted yea, and 
so have 5 of the 17 Republicans. 
The question is, how will the 
House as a whole now vote? 

It is impossible here to go 
down the roll name by name, or 
to suggest the considerations 
that might affect a particular 
member’s votes. So we have to 
count by categories. First, we 
have what I call the leftish 
Democrats, represented on the 
Judiciary Committee by Jerry 
Waldie, John Conyers, and 
Father Drinan. There are, by my 
count, 35 of them. Some would 
have voted for impeachment in 


pounds. 


1972; Conyers even publicly 
suggested it then. Today all 
these votes are sure things, 
whatever the rest of the House 
does. 

Moving a little to the right, we 
come to what I call the lib-lab 
Democrats. I count 142 of them, 
ranging from _ ideologically- 
motivated liberals to labor- 
backed oldtimers, to Cook Coun- 
ty machine hacks. Most of the 
lib-labs of 20 years ago were men 
of no particular ideological drive; 
they voted liberal because they 
were told to. Today, the majority 
of them have more solid 
ideological commitment. 
Moreover, almost all of them 
represent districts that are 
strongly for the removal of Nix- 
on. On top of that, the AFL-CIO 
has taken an unequivocal posi- 
tion in favor of impeachment. 
Given all this, under our 
hypothesis, these are virtually 
certain impeachment votes. I 
would be surprised to see more 
than 2 or 3 defections among the 
142 lib-labs under these cir- 
cumstances. 

That brings us up to 177 im- 
peachment votes; a majority of 
218 is needed. The difference can 
— and likely will — be supplied 
by what I call the border 
Democrats. These are mostly 
from border or southern states; 


they sometimes vote liberal, 
sometimes conservative on 
issues. Their constituencies are 
not likely to be strong for im- 
peachment, but few of these con- 
gressmen would have any great 
elector: | problems if they voted 
to get rid of Nixon. But probably 
the key factor here is that the 
border Democrats — with a few 
notable exceptions like Wilbur 
Mills — do not have much 
seniority. They have spent their 
last few years in Congress voting 
with other Democrats against 
Nixon impoundments and Nixon 
vetoes, and they have faced the 
irritation — unusual for 
Democrats from their areas — of 
opposition from Nixon 
Republicans at home. In other 
words, they are not particularly 
favorable to Richard Nixon. 
Altogether, I count 42 border 
Democrats. Assuming, as we 
have, that Flowers of Alabama, 
Mann of South Carolina, and 
Thornton of Arkansas would 
vote for impeachment, almost all 
of these votes are likely to go 
against Nixon. That gives us 219, 
if there are no defections. 
Where are the other impeach- 
ment votes? Not, I think, among 
the 29 Democrats I classify as 
old-line Southern. Unlike the 


border Democrats, these men. 


tend to have considerable 
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Yet she’s tough — tougher than fiberglass. 
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seniority. An oldtimer like Eddie 
Hebert, for example, the Chair- 
man of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee, can remember serving 
with Richard Nixon in the 1940s; 
he has spent the last 34 years 


working closely with conser- . 


vative Republicans. These are 
the kind of Democrats who have 
been invited to cruise the 
Potomac with Nixon; most of 
them represent districts where 
Nixon got 70 to 80 percent of the 
vote in 1972 and would do almost 
as well today. So for more im- 
peachment votes, we must look 
to the Republicans. 

And those votes will be impor- 
tant. Yet the 219 votes of the lef- 
tish, lib-lab, and border 
Democrats, though technically 
sufficient for impeachment, are 
not enough. A bare majority on 
the House floor, like a bare ma- 
jority in the, Judiciary Com- 
mittee, would be a disaster for 
the impeachment cause. 

The most likely targets are the 
34 Republicans I classify as 
liberal or. Riponish (after the 
liberal Republican Ripon Socie- 
ty, although not all these 
Republicans are affiliated with 
it). Many of them represent 
what are really Democratic dis- 
tricts, like Conte, Cronin, and 
Heckler of Massachusetts, all of 
whose seats went for McGovern 


in 1972. Few face any credible 
threat, now or in the future, of 
conservative primary opposition. 
Few, if any, have any close ties or 
great sympathy with the Nixon 
administration. The Riponish 
Republicans on Judiciary, Fish 
of New York and Cohen of 
Maine, will have already voted 
for impeachment in our 
hypothetical Committee vote. 
Most, if not all, of the Riponish 
Republicans under those cir- 
cumstances will follow suit on 
the floor. 

To their right is the great mass 
of moderate and conservative — 
mostly conservative — 
Republicans; I call them 
Rhodes-ish, after their current 
leader. As I wrote last week, this 
is a group of people who have a 
fundamental disposition to 
follow their leaders and not dis- 
sent, a group that tends to com- 
municate mainly within itself. 
Many of the 153 Rhodes-ish 
Republicans are not really aware 
— or do not really believe — how 
unpopular Richard Nixon is in 
their home districts and how 


‘much their constituents want 


him out of office. They want to 
treat this as a routine matter, 
and they want to make the most 
exacting requirements of the 
evidence before they will vote to 
impeach. 
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Nevertheless, given our 
is about the Committee 
vote, there will be some im- 
chment votes here. Judici 
mittee members Railsba 
of Illinois and Butler of Virginia, 
who belong really to the Rhodes- 
ish wing of their party, will 
presumably have been among 
the 5 Committee Republicans we 
are assuming to have voted 
against the Prez. If they do so, so 
will some others. How many? 
Not dozens and dozens, to 
sure, but at least enough to 
cancel out any anti- 
impeachment votes from the 
groups we have counted on the 
impeachment side. 

So the result is 253 impeach- 
ment votes, possibly more, and 
182 anti-impeachment votes, 
possibly less. This is not the 2/3 
majority which will be needed in 
the Senate (it is just 58 percent), 
but it should be enough. It will 
be bipartisan; it will be solid and 
unequivocal. It may just be 
enough to convince Richard Nix- 
on to resign. 

Of course, our hypothetical 
vote in the Judiciary Committee 
— on which all these other 
calculations are based — may 
not happen. If the border 
Democrats and Riponish 
Republicans on the Committee 
vote against impeachment, there 
will be precious few votes on the 
floor for it from Congressmen of 
like persuasion — and if you go 
back and add up the figures, you 
will find that impeachment will 
lose. If as many as 7 of the 17 
Judiciary Republicans go for im- 
peachment, we can look forward 
to a significantly larger anti- 
Nixon vote from the Rhodes-ish 
Republicans. In other words, 
once Judiciary votes, you can get 
a pretty good idea of how the 
House will divide by appor- 
tioning the basic blocs roughly as 
they went in Committee. 


The furor over leaks from the 
Judiciary Committee seems to 
have subsided. The signal was an 
article in the Washington Star- 
News by Jack Germond, one of 
the nation’s best political 
reporters. Germond sampled 
opinion around the country, and 
found the leaks issue wanting. 
All the pious trumpeting by 
White House aides apparently 
isn’t doing Nixon much good. It 
seems that people have already 
made up their minds, and most 
of them feel that Nixon is il- 
legitimately withholding 
material from the Committee. 
With that belief, they don’t

much care if some of the 
material that is given over leaks 
to the press. 

So one ought not believe those 
who say that the public is tiring 
of the Watergate business and 
just wants the politicians to 
leave Nixon alone. The fact is 
that the public, by a substantial 
majority, wants Nixon out. That 


has been true since the Saturday 
Night Massacre last October, 
and it will. remain true until Nix- 
on is gone — when, in my opi- 
nion, even more people will think 
his removal to have been for the

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Capt. Queeg Comes Down on Cambridge Bars 


A number of Cambridge bar 
owners have charged that the 
city’s Licensing Commission has 
.used a set of archaic laws and the 
.arbitrary dispensing of club 
‘licenses to harass their 
businesses, and in the process 
have made the agent of the com- 
mission, Capt. Joseph Cusack, 
one of the most powerful men in 
the city. 

Capt. Cusack, as head of the 
Cambridge Police Department’s 
Bureau of Inspectional Services, 
has filed complaints in the past 
few months against the 
Speakeasy, the Mallet, Max’s, 
Jack’s, the Plough and Stars, 
Frank’s Steak House, the Perfor- 
mance Center and the Idler. 

The Speakeasy closed down 
three days at the start of June, 
and Jack’s has been ordered to 
close for one week, both for 
various violations of the com- 
mission’s rules and regulations 
which limit the entertainment 
privileges of bars and nightclubs 
which do not have special club 


licenses. The rules and 
regulations, in such cases, 

the establishment to have only a 
three piece string band with no 
percussion instruments or 
drumsticks allowed. Other types 
of entertainment, such as a 
dancer, magician or juggler, 
would require a ial enter- 
tainment permit. The rules and 
regulations also forbid dancing 
or employing more than one 
singer on stage at a time. 

The and Stars has also 
been ordered to close for a week, 
but for a different reason, since 
they usually have no bands or 
dancing. At the hearing before 
the commission, Capt. Cusack 
said he entered the bar one even- 
ing and observed two dogs 
engaged in sexual intercourse in 
the middle of the bar with 
everyone gathered around them 
cheering them on. 

“But that’s not why I filed the 
complaint,” said Capt. Cusack. 
“T filed the complaint because of 
overcrowding.” The owners of 


the Plough and Stars are appeal- 
ing the commission’s ruling to 
the Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Commission charging that there 
is nothing mentioned in the city 
or state’s liquor licensing laws 
about overcrowding. Chairman 
of the Licensing Commission, 
John R. Sennott, Jr., has con- 
firmed that the commission has 
a verbal agreement with the bar 
not to close it until the ABC 
rules on the appeal. 

Atty. Benjamin Eisenstadt, 
representing Jack’s, has already 
received a restraining order 
against the closing from Judge 
George P. Ponte of the 
Middlesex Superior Court and 
was expected to receive a 
preliminary injunction late last 
week to withhold the com- 
mission’s ruling pending their 
appeal to the ABC Commission. 

Capt. Cusack also filed a com- 
plaint against the Performance 
Center, but on a different 
charge, since the Performance 
Center has a club license which 


allows special entertainment 
privileges in addition to remain- 
ing open an additional hour. The 
nightclub received a warning for 
insufficient lighting, because 
police were unable to see to 
read customer’s identification 
cards, according to Chairman 
Sennott. 

“Tt’s an ABC rule of thumb,” 
said Sennott, “If you can't read a 
normal newspaper then it’s too 
dark.” 

Sennott said the city’s rules 
and regulations are not archaic 
and only date back about 5 
years. Before that time, no bands 
were allowed at all. 

Only bars and nightclubs in 
nonresidential areas are allowed 
to have percussion instruments, 
larger bands and multiple in- 
struments, because of the noise 
factor: “Loud noise, if the wind’s 
right, can travel two or three 
blocks,” said Sennott. Recently, 
the Oxford Ale House on Church 
Street was awarded a club 
license 7 days after applying, but 
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Jack’s, after applying a few 
weeks ago, has yet to have a 
hearing date set. 

When asked about the dancing 
prohibition, Sennott replied: 
“That’s a different rule for a 
different reason. We have found 
from experience that if there is 
dancing in a drinking area, a 
fellow will cut in on a girl to 
dance and there’s a fight before 
you know it.” 

The bar owners themselves are 
reticent to talk about the 
matter, (““You mention my name 
in your article and Ill break both 
your legs!”’), but are basically in 
over Capt. Cusack’s 
role. 

The bar owners all believe that 
Capt. Cusack is intentionally 
harassing them. “They could 
close down every bar in Cam- 
bridge, for one reason or another, 
but why now?” said one bar 
owner, who received two com- 
plaints in the past two months 
without receiving any in the past 
few years. All the bar owners 
said that Cambridge has been. 
known as a “clean city” in the 
past, and acknowledged that 
Capt. Cusack has never ap- 
proached them for a payoff. 

“He’s like Captain Queeg,” 
offered one owner. “It’s like 
culture shock,” said another 
owner, who felt that Cusack 
simply didn’t understand the 
bars in Cambridge catering to a 
younger clientele. ‘“‘He comes in 
with his eyes flashing, wearing a 
suit, and sometimes starts giving 
orders without identifying 
himself.” 

“Jesus Christ, you're writing 
an article on Cusack,” said one 
owner. “You want thim to come 
down on everyone’s head. Leave 
him alone, he’s a good man. 
Besides, he’s too powerful.” 

When contacted, Capt. 
Cusack denied that he ever fail- 
ed to identify himself or that he 
was singling out any particular 
class of bars and nightclubs. “I 
treat them all the same, rich or 
poor. I don’t care if you’re black, 
white or Indian, I treat them all 
the same.” 

When Capt. Cusack was asked 
the last time he filed a complaint

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Tax-Resisters Take S.E. Asian War. to Court: 


By Flora Haas 

In what may prove a 
precedent-setting case for tax- 
resisters, the Regional Tax Com- 
missioner agreed last week to ad- 
dress the connection between a 
citizen’s right to refuse to pay 
taxes and the use the govern- 
ment makes of taxes to purchase 
weapons for illegal intervention 
in such places as S.E. Asia. 


For one hour last week in 
Boston’s Small Tax Court, the 
S.E. Asian war was on trial as 
Susan Wilkens Rozen, defendant 
in an IRS tax case, told the court 
“If the German people had 
resisted more, the Nazi govern- 
ment wouldn’t have gotten so 
far.” 

She acknowledged the IRS 
regulations but said “Higher 
laws were binding on U.S. 
citizens ... when over 50 per- 
cent of the federal budget was 
going toward destruction, and 
the use of our money in S.E. Asia 
was a secret — even from the 
U.S. Congress” during an un- 
declared war. 

Her central argument, and 
that of her witness, Noam 
Chomsky, was that “individuals 
have a responsibility not to go 
along with illegal or improper 
orders.” In this light, she said, 
she considered the 
regulations improper.” She cited 
the U.S. Constitution and Arti- 
cle 39 of the United Nations 
Charter. 

From the witness stand, 
Chomsky said, “The U.S. bom- 
bing was strictly illegal in In- 
dochina. The government’s 
motive was to destroy the 
Provisional Revolutionary 
Government. The way they 
sought to do that was to destroy 
the society.” 

The New England War Tax 
Resistance group, of which 
Susan Rozen is a member, chose 
the day of the tax hearing to 
make its awards to eight 
grassroots action groups. A total 
of $1,800 in refused tax money 
was divided among the Cam- 
bridge Tenants’ Organizing 
Committee, the United Farm 
Workers New England Boycott 
Campaign, the Mass. Alliance 


Against Hunger, the National 


Tax Resistance Office (in 
Missouri), and Outlook on — 
Justice, a non-profit monthly | 
challenging the criminal justice — 
“‘system’’; as well as three 
women’s projects. These were 

the Somerville Women’s Health 
Project, the Women’s Communi- > 
ty Health Center in Cambridge, 

and the Boston Bail Project. 

The Bail Project assists poor 
people who would be held in jail 
prior to a court hearing for lack 
of bail funds. The group is 
holding a fund raiser Sunday 
evening (June 30) at Peasant 
Stock restaurant to help build 
this fund. Dinner is $6 per person 
with seatings at 5:30 and 8 p.m.

Issues and Answers at Rape Conference

On Saturday, June 22, the 
National Organization for 
Women held a conference on 
rape at Wellesley College. 
There was a large turnout, in- 
cluding a conspicuous number of 
male politicians who were clearly 
canvassing for votes. I felt a little 
uncomfortable with their 
presence, as did my NOW 


_ friends, but it’s nice that they 


take such an issue seriously 
enough to come to a conference 
to garner votes. 

The day was divided into a 
morning panel discussion and an 
afternoon series of workshops. 
The panel was informative but, 
altogether, a little tedious. I find 
the panel format unwieldy; still, 
I don’t know of a better vehicle 
for — together a conference 
of hundreds of people. There 
were six panelists (Saundra 
Graham was scheduled, but 
didn’t show up), several of whom 
have worked directly with rape 
victims: Ann Walpert Burgess 
and Lynda Lytle Holstrom, both 
of whom supervise rape victim 
counseling at Boston City 
Hospital and who have co- 


authored Rape: Victims of 
Crisis; Janis Hoffmann who has 
worked with rape victims in 
Philadelphia General Hospital 
and who spoke on anti-rape ac- 
tivities in the women’s move- 
ment and police department in 
Philadelphia; and Tink 
Hartdegan, a counselor at the 
Cambridge Rape Crisis Center. 
Tink had some interesting infor- 
mation on the Center’s work, and 
it was especially encouraging to 
learn that, at the request of the 
Cambridge police commissioner, 
the women from the Rape Crisis 
Center are having weekly three- 
hour awareness sessions with the 
Cambridge, Harvard, and MIT 
police forces. 

Two men were on the panel. 
One, pretentiously listed as 
“Thomas Becker, Esq.”, (one 
wonders why the organizers gave 
in to such a masculine prestige 
title) is the director of the Socie- 
ty for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, and he had some 
chilling statistics on sexual 
crimes against children. Like 
rape in general, such crimes 
usually go unreported, and since 


they often take place within the 
child’s family, the child may be 
raped repeatedly by her or his 
father or stepfather over a period 
of months or years. Finally, there 
was State Representative Jon 
Rotenberg (Brookline), who has 
introduced into the Legislature a 
series of bills that would provide 
for policewomen to be assigned 
to rape cases; a rape hotline; 
access to medical and legal 
counseling for rape victims; and 
closed hearings in rape trials. 
One of the bills, which would 
make a woman’s sex life inad- 
missable evidence in a rape trial, 
he feels has less chance of 
passage, unfortunately, than the 
others. 

We broke for lunch at noon 
and workshops began at one. 
Most of them were not sandwich- 
ed into specific time slots — a 
structure which made it easy to 
drift from one workshop to 
another instead of being con- 
fined to one or two. There were a 
couple of films, which I missed; 
friends said they were worth see- 
ing. I passed up the crowded 
workshop on child abuse, since 


‘Mr. Becker had done a good and 


thorough presentation in the 
morning, and I also missed the 
Changing Sexual Attitudes on 
Rape, and the Medical 
Workshops; there was also a 
workshop on Victims’ Views, and 
one on male attitudes that was 
for men only — I really would 
have liked to infiltrate that one. 

I went to the one on Rape, 
Aggression, and Diet becuause it 
promised to be unusual: it was. 
To begin with, I was the only 
person to show up for the first 
hour, though I was glad to see a 
couple of other women come in 
as I left. We had an interesting 
conversation anyway. Joan New- 
man, who works with the Hip- 
pocrates Health Institute in 
Boston, talked about the 
relationship between high sugar 
and starch intake and violence 
in general: she feels that the diet 
of Americans tends to keep peo- 
ple in a highly aggressive state 
that easily finds an outlet in 
violent acts such as rape. Her 
theory doesn’t exclude 
sociological factors, which she 
sees as interacting with diet 


habits to create crime: diet 
creates aggression and sexism 
directs that aggression towards 
women and crimes of rape. She is 
also opposed to the eating of 
meat, both morally and 
nutritionally, and felt there may 
be some link between male 
domination and the theory that 
early man was a hunter and early 
woman a harvester. I don’t know 
how convinced I was, but my 
skepticism may well be a func- 
tion of my own laziness (I hate 
both cooking and shopping, so 
my nutritional habits are fairly 
awful, and discussions about 
nutrition tend to leave me feel- 
ing guilty but unmotivated). In 
any case, it was fascinating. 

I went on to a Community Ac- 
tion workshop, led by Sergeant 
Deary of the Boston Police 
Department. He was a chunky, 
middle-aged man, and I liked 
him. He talked about archaic 
and oppressive attitudes towards 
rape. It surprised me to hear a 
police sergeant talk about rape 
as a crime not against a woman 
but against a man’s property, 
and to observe that our system of

justice began with the Magna 
Carta — “and that wasn’t to 
protect the rights of the people, 
it was to protect the property of 
the nobility.” We got some fair- 
ly thoughtful dialogue going. He 
found it difficult to understand 
the extent to which rape victims 
are reluctant to talk to the 
police, and attributed it mostly 
to their own acceptance of rape 
as shameful to the woman raped. 

Several of us argued with him, 
pointing out the problems for 
women faced with community 
censure, humiliating questions 
on the witness stand, and the 
possible disgust of a husband or 
lover. He felt that negative 
police attitudes have been great- 
ly exaggerated, and said that 
most cops, “especially middle- 
aged cops with daughters of their 
own,” actually tend to be highly 
sympathetic to rape victims and 
must guard against a desire to 
beat up the men they arrest on 
rape charges. His primary con- 
cern was to convince women that 
they should report rapes. There 
was one funny moment when a

context — he was a large man 
with a forceful personality, ac- 
ting with authority and wearing 
a gun. This flustered him 


enough, but when she added that 
she liked him better than she 
thought she would because he 
had blue eyes and seemed pretty 


nice, it was the sergeant who 
seemed intimidated. I doubt 
that the Boston Police Depart- 
ment is used to the spontaneous 


directness of feminist workshops. 

Some of the women I talked 
with had negative feelings about 
Sergeant Deary’s presence, but I 


think he was a wise choice on the. 
part of the conference organizers. 
I would have felt more comfor-

Harrison Salisbury on 
Journalists and Agents

Journalism is a form of in- 
telligence gathering. The obser- 
vation and reportage of fact and 
the assessment of events are the 
basic skills of the journalist; they 
are also the fundamental re- 
quirements of any intelligence 
operation. Intelligence work is 
sharply separated from covert 
action in the powerful secret 
agencies, like the CIA and the 
KGB. Thousands of CIA agents 
spend their years in air- 
conditioned libraries, clipping 
articles from newspapers and 
magazines. CIA agents, while 
they are not typically gentlemen, 
are at least scholars. 


The Agency, keenly aware of 
the fine line between the jour- 
nalist and the intelligence 
operative, has used the 
professional cover of journalism 
for its own purposes. William 
Colby, the Director of the CIA, 
has admitted that the CIA 
employs more than three dozen 
journalists. It has even tried to 
‘recruit correspondents for 
domestic work. 


The CIA’s ubiquitous presence 
and its freelance journalism have 
aroused suspicion and distrust 
overseas of American reporters; 
they are often denied access to 
stories. In the chilliest days of 
the Cold War, The New York 
Times newsroom received word 


that its Moscow correspondent, 
Harrison Salisbury, was in im- 
minent danger of liquidation by 
the Soviet secret police. The 


-KGB suspected Salisbury of be- 


ing a CIA agent. When Salisbury 
didn’t transmit a communica- 
tion for several days, a staff 
reporter wrote an advance 
obituary. 


Salisbury is still with The 
Times, but the Soviet 
suspicions, if they indeed had 
any, were not hallucinations. 
Victor Marchetti, the former 
assistant to the Deputy Director 
of the CIA, and John D. Marks, a 
former staff assistant’ to the 
Intelligence Director of the State 
Department, write in their new 
book, The CIA and the Cult of 
Intelligence: “‘The CIA ... 
received a good deal of useful in- 
formation from friendly 
newsmen. Reporters like Joseph 
Alsop, Drew Pearson, Harrison 
Salisbury, and scores of others 
regularly sat down with CIA ex- 
perts to be debriefed after they 
returned from foreign travels. 
These newsmen in no way work- 
ed for the agency, but they were 
glad to provide the incidental in- 
formation that a traveler might 
have-observed.” 

Interviewed by the Phoenix, 
Salisbury asserts, regarding him, 
“That’s not exactly true. I was

never debriefed. In the days of 
Allen Dulles (CIA Director) I 
would not infrequently have dis- 
cussions with him. I would sit 
down with him and we would go 
over information that was in- 
teresting. Dulles had a very 
definite policy of meeting 
newspaper people. It was useful 
to him and useful to me. Our dis- 
cussion would illuminate items 
that were difficult to interpret.” 

Salisbury remembers having 
four or five long talks with Dulles 
about political developments in 
the Soviet Union. The first took 
place in 1953, just after the 
death of Stalin. ‘There was a lot 
of speculation as a result of his 
death,’”’ said Salisbury. ‘“‘I 
remember having a talk with 
Dulles at that time about 
whether Russia would be em- 
barking on a new course. In the 
autumn of 1954 or the winter of 
1955, after I gave up my Moscow 
post, I met with Dulles again. 
We discussed the political 
tendencies inside the Soviet 
Union. Khrushchev was then 
moving up to the top. I was not 
in Russia for five years until I 
went back in 1959. I managed to 
wangle myself back in for four or 
five months to cover the Nixon 
trip. I may have seen Dulles after 
that in 1959 or 1960. I’m trying to 
guess dates. I don’t know if it 
was useful for him to talk to me. 
I got some notion of what kind of 
thinking was going on down 
there.” 

Salisbury feels that these dis- 
cussions were completely proper 
for a disinterested journalist to 
engage in: ‘Where are you going 
to cut yourself off? I’ll talk to 
anybody. I would talk to Mr. 
Nixon. In fact I have. How far 
can you go?” 

He believes that the crucial 

question for the journalist in 
dealing with the CIA, or other in- 
telligence agencies, is intention 
and control: “The important 
thing is the role of the journalist. 
Is he in control? As far as I know, 
I have never been used as a pat- 
sy.” 
Salisbury claims to have 
spotted many CIA agents posing 
as journalists during his career: 
“T suppose there isn’t anyone in 
the field who doesn’t meet with 
intelligence people. I can’t think 
of anything worse than the CIA 
using journalists. We’re able to 
spot people like that. It’s a very 
simple perception. You can 
smell these people. You cover 
something like Khrushchev’s 
trip and there are some guys who 
don’t fit. 

“This is not spy stuff but in- 
terpretation,” he says about his 
own intimate contacts with CIA 
hierarchs. “I’ve had thousands 
and thousands of discussions in 
my career with diplomats and 
intelligence people. Sometimes 
they are useful and interesting to 
talk to. Maybe the journalist 
comes out a little bit ahead.” 


But for the Agency, inter- 
pretation is spy stuff. The secret 
minutes of a 1968 Intelligence 
and Foreign Policy Discussion 
Group of the. Council on Foreign 
Relations, chaired by Richard 
Bissell, then chief of the CIA’s 
Clandestine Services, (reprinted 
in the Marchetti-Marks book) 
discloses the importance of 
various intelligence-gathering 
methods: “In response to a 
query, the relative utilities of 
types of intelligence data .were 
reviewed. Most valuable was 
reconnaissance, then classical 
espionage.”’ Maintaining con- 
tacts in the intellligence com- 
munity may be an appropriate 
task for the journalist; helping 
the Director of the CIA to 
evaluate data, however, is un- 
necessarily zealous. As natural 
reconnaissance agents, jour- 
nalists should not be unwitting 
about the services they render.

LONDON— After fighting 
what Churchill surely would 
have called “the good fight” 
against jet lag, I had planned to 
spend my finest hours in the 
weekend before play began at 
Wimbledon sleeping. Sightsee- 
ing in the land of the purple 
Bentley and coin-operated hot 
water (in your own flat) would be 
put off for the time being, and I 
would allow myself only the 
pleasures of BBC 1 and 2. Don’t 
laugh. Not only can you watch a 
prime-time Saturday night 
doubleheader of Sale of the Cen- 
tury and Kung Fu, but the very 
next night can answer — with 
your own eyes — the musical 
question of what ever happened 
to Neil Sedaka and Gene Pitney. 

But once again, one of this 
sport’s most vital truths was 
brought home to me: Never 
oversleep in tennis.

against a blue-collar working 
man’s bar, he combed his 
records and produced numerous 
records of inspections at bars of 
this nature.

Continued from page 7——_—_— 
it up to the bill’s 20-week inter- 
pretation. 

“It can be read to suggest a 
varying standard of viability as 
artificial support systems and 
the science of embryology 
develop,” explained John Reins- 
tein of the Massachusetts Civil 
Liberties Union, an organization 
that may challenge the bill if its 
is enacted. “I don’t think you 
can read it to mean 20 weeks 
now, because I don’t think any of 
the assumptions on which the 
Court’s opinion was based have 
changed.” 


Also open to question is the 
bill’s requirement that a physi- 
cian report to the Commissioner 
of Public Health copious details 
about any abortion performed, 
information which might be in- 
terpreted as self-incriminatory 


and therefore unconstitutional. 


The reporting mechanism, said 
Reinstein, “given the current 
climate, could certainly make it 
a lot more difficult to get an 
abortion in Massachusetts,” as 
could the necessity for women 
under 18 to get the consent of 
both parents for an abortion. 
Because of all these imperfec- 
tions, there was some specula- 
tion around the State house last 
week that the bill might never 
make it to the Governor’s desk. 
Sargent, the story goes, could 
force Attorney General Robert 
Quinn to make a judgment on 
the constitutionality of the 
legislation. Since Quinn, a 
potential opponent to Sargent in 
the upcoming gubernatorial 
race, has already expressed his 
interest in a federal con- 
stitutional amendment suppor- 
ting the fetus’s right to life and 
has strongly condemned

embarrassing for him to have to 
rule unfavorably on the 
Massachusetts bill. Quinn, say 
these observers, does have 
friends in the legislative com- 
mittee that last week was 
holding onto the bill. 

Whether Massachusetts has 
its own statute on abortion is 
almost immaterial if much more 
restrictive federal measures are 
passed. Currently in Congress 
there are four proposed 
amendments to the Constitu- 
tion, one giving the fetus equal 
protection of law from the mo- 
ment of conception; another out- 
lawing abortion from the mo- 
ment of fertilization; a third con- 
ferring personhood on the fetus; 
and a fourth allowing the states 
to enact their own abortion laws, 
as was the case before the Court 
ruling. 

There is a very real danger, ac- 
cording to Carolyn Schneider of 
MORAL’s Constitutional 
Defense Project, that one of 
these might pass, particularly 
given the Congress’s recent 
record on bills relating to abor- 
tion. An amendment to the 
Community Services Act 
abolishing OEO and prohibiting 
local funds from going towards 
abortion recently sailed through 
Congress with no trouble, 
Schneider says, as did another 
rider to the Public Health Ser- 
vices Act allowing people or in- 
stitutions to refuse to spend. 
funds on abortion. 

ether the current reac- 
tionary trend against abortion 
among legislators at both the 
state and the national level is the 
result of politicking by Right-to- 
Lifers or simply genuine moral 
repugnance (theirs and others’) 
at the Supreme Court decision is 
unclear. But whatever the roots, 
it looks as if it’s a serious threat 
to the woman’s right to choose. 
And as goes abortion, so goes 
fetal research.

best-educated scientists into 
wind experimentation. 

By the late 1930s the 
Americans were back in the pic- 
ture. A program at MIT was run 
by Palmer C. Putnam (with the 
Morgan Smith Company of 
York, Pa., and some General 
Electric money) that culminated 
in a windmill in Vermont. 

“That generator was built at 
Grandpa’s Knob in Rutland, 
Vermont,” Dr. Heronemus said. 
“It was the largest generator 
we'd had. It was there six years, 
from 1939 to 1945. But it 
operated only three years’ worth. 
You see, they burned out a bear- . 
ing, and because of a wartime 
priority problem it took them 
almost three years to replace - 
that one bearing. : 

“When it started up again © 
they found a serious flaw in the 
design: one of the blades broke 
off, fatigued. That was in 1945. 
The U.S. dropped the whole ex- 
periment at that point.” 

The windmills are back now, 
in greater force than ever and 
NASA predicts the mills ‘‘could 
supply between 5 and 10 percent 
of the country’s total electric 
power needs by the year 2000.” 

Dr. Heronemus, however, 
believes that by the year 2000 
windmills could supply 15 
trillion kilowatt hours annually, 
which is as much as the total 
yearly amount generated in the 
U.S. currently. 

Nicholas Wade wrote in the 
June issue of Science, “‘Present 
systems of energy production are 
for the most part massive 
machines, dependent on man for 
their fuel and active em- 
bodiments of the domination 
over nature. Windmills, by con- 
trast, are passive devices, often 
made with natural materials, 
and expressive of external forces 
that represent nature’s domina- 
tion over man. Their ecological 
chic is antithetical to the 
materials-consuming style of 
western economies. As that style 
shifts, the windmill is moving 
back into its rightful place in the 
sun.”

table with a woman leading the 
workshop, as I would have with 
an all-woman panel in the mor- 
ning, but there are few women 
state representatives and even 
fewer veteran policewomen, and 
I think in both cases authenticity 
made up for the lack of sisterly 
ease. Sargeant Deary seemed 
like a decent person, if somewhat 
paternalistic, and his air of 
authority was only to be ex- 
pected from someone who’s been 
on the police force for twenty- 
odd years. He was probably more 


representative of the kind of cop 
a rape victim would be likely to 
deal with than a woman would 
have been: there are at present 
fewer than 30 women on the 
Boston police force. 

He also told us some in- 
teresting legal facts. Because a 
husband and wife are legally one 
person, a man can’t be charged 
with raping his wife, although 
this mystical conjugal unity dis- 
solves in the case of assault: a 
woman can prosecute if her hus- 
band beats her. And there is no 
legal crime of homosexual rape; 
there is only the crime of 
sodomy. A homosexual rapist is 
no more guilty under the law 
than if he participated in a 
voluntary homosexual act; thus 


there is virtually no recourse for 
a homosexual who has been 
raped, though a_ heterosexual 
raped by a homosexual can 
charge his assailant with 
sodomy. 

I was aware throughout the 
conference of the presence of a 
uniformed policewoman, and 
toward the end of the day I got a 
chance to talk with her for a few 
minutes. She was Patricia Rehn, 
a patrolwoman who had come 
primarily to do a self-defense 
demonstration with a male 
partner who didn’t show up, but 
she was very interested, “as a 
woman and as a police woman,” 
in the whole conference. She 
works with Sergeant Deary in 
the Boston Police Department’s

tion as a whole. At a meeting in 
Chicago this week, all 16 owners 
unanimously agreed to use all 
the resources available to stop 
the actions of these people once 
and for all.” 


Ah, but that is the rub. The 
owners decided. The owners had 
a vote of solidarity. Not the 
players. One of the few redeem- 
ing aspects of last year’s ATP 
strike here at Wimbledon was 
that for once the players, as a un- 
ified group, were using collective 
force concerning a matter they 
deemed worthy. This time 
around, WTT players were not

consulted. And in much of the 
nervous conversation around the 
lobby of the Gloucester, many 
were articulating their anger. 

And whether or not the suit in- 
tends it, it is being regarded by 
many of the players as being 
directed at ATP instead of just 
Kramer and Dell. Thirty-five 
members of ATP are under con- 
tract to World Team Tennis. Ina 
hurried ATP meeting after the 
WTT press conference at 10 
o’clock, the ATP members voted 
unanimously to follow their 
leadership in the matter. 

“Let me understand this,” 
Lobster Raz Reid joked later in 
the afternoon. “WTT is suing 
ATP, right? Does that mean I’m 
suing myself? Or am I just a 
responsible third party?” 


What it does mean, really, is 

that Wily Bill Riordan is 

to upset the applecart but 

this time. Riordan, who is 
smarter than practically 
everybody in the game, was go- 
ing to have Connors sue 
Commercial Union, and 
probably the Kramer-Dell duo, 
anyway; now, for one of the rare 
occasions in his maverick career, 
he has 16 people and $10 million 
on his side. Somewhere during 
tennis’ Sunday, Bloody Sunday, 
Wily Bill was grinning an evil 
grin into his morning tea. 


In the main, Riordan is trying 
to break the stranglehold that he 
feels ATP has on the game. He 
feels that Kramer and Dell 
funnel their players into WCT 
for the first four months of the 


year, move them over to Europe 
for the three European cham- 
pionships, and then back to the 
United States for the ATP 
Summer Circuit. Up until Sun- 
day, Bloody Sunday, Connors 
was the only pawn (Knight 
Errant?) that Riordan could 
wield in his solitary battle. Now 
he has 16 other chess pieces to 
move around the board. 


“What is going to become of 
Jimmy Connors?” an ATP power 
was musing after he’d heard 
word of the WTT suit. “He won’t 
join this and he won’t join that. 
He’s suing this and he’s suing 
that. If he keeps listening to 
Riordan, he’s going to ruin his 
career.’ 

“Tl tell you something,” said 
one young player.

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Portugal’s Police Torture Tactics Exposed

LISBON — In the fortress of 
Caxias Prison, near Lisbon, 296 
agents of Portugal’s secret police 
await trial, locked in cells where 
they recently interrogated, beat 
and tortured political prisoners. 
Two reports released here after 
the coup detail tortures used by 
the 3000-man force — still called 
by its old name, PIDE — which 
was the backbone of the former 


regime. 

PIDE was disbanded by the 
military junta the day after its 
April 25 coup. In Portugal’s three 
African colonies, where PIDE 
was as active and feared as at 
home, military intelligence units 
of the armed -forces have ab- 
sorbed its operatives. In Por- 
tugal, prison awaits them, and 
the manhunt continues for those 
still at large. 


Nazi Connections 


PIDE was established by dic- 
tator Antonio Salazar over 40 
years ago with the help of a 
senior Gestapo officer. (Nazi ties 
to Portugal are still evident 
today.) General Antonio 
Spinola, president of the one- 
year interim government, served 
as an “observer” with German 
troops in Russia, despite Por- 
tugal’s neutrality in World War 
II 


Starting in the 1930’s with the 
Spanish Civil War, when Salazar 
was obsessed with fear of com- 
munist insurgency, PIDE work- 
ed up a rule of terror. 
“Militants” were arrested and 
shot in prison or sent without 
trial to’ Portuguese colonies — 
the Cape Verde Islands or 
Timor. 

After Marcelo Caetano replac- 
ed Salazar in 1968, the secret 
police acquired a new, somewhat 
more sterile designation — DGS, 


for Directorate General of 
Security — but the political 
killings continued. Communist 
sculptor Dies Coelho was shot in 
the head while walking a London 
street. 


Headquarters Opened 
PIDE operated from a marble- 
halled building in Lisbon, open- 
ed to newsmen eight days after 
the coup. Broken glass and doors 


smashed by rifle butts told of the 


Marine assault on the head- 
quarters, which offered the only 
armed resistance to the coup. 
Files on hundreds of thousands 
of Portuguese citizens and 
groups lay scattered in rooms 
and hallways, disorder in con- 
trast to the smart ultra-modern 
communications equipment 


with which PIDE kept in cons-. 


tant radio contact with agents in 
distant lands. 

Reporters were not allowed to 
visit rooms used for torture, or to 
view devices — other than a two- 
pronged electric “billy club” 
found in an office, a gift from a 
U.S. police chief to a PIDE 
counterpart. But details of 
PIDE’s techniques are contained 
in two reports now available in 
Lisbon. 

One is a dossier secretly com- 
piled under the old regime by a 
group of psychiatrists, 
sociologists and psychologists 
from case histories of 520 persons 
who underwent “interrogation.” 
The other, prepared by the com- 
mittee for political prisoners, ex- 
amines 100 case histories of tor- 
ture occurring between 
November, 1973 and April, 1974. 

The reports show that 
hallucinations, acute anxiety 
and terror, and complete dis- 
orientation from space and time 
normally resulted from PIDE’s 


techniques. 90 percent of the vic- 
tims studied suffered nervous 
breakdowns. 

Torture often took the form of 
scientific experimentation. 
Prisoners were forcibly injected 
with a variety of truth drugs, and 
subjected to sophisticated 
methods of sleep and sensory 
deprivation. The agents kept 
detailed records, both 
photographic and written, so 
doctors could study the physical 
and psychological effects of 
various measures, and ‘“im- 
prove” them. 


Eleven Days Without Sleep 


Palma Inacio, leader of the 
LUAR (League for 
Revolutionary Activity), was one 
of the prisoners tortured with 
truth serum. He was eventually 
killed when PIDE agents doubl- 
ed the dose as part of their ex- 
periment. 

Inacio was also a victim of 
sleep deprivation, and PIDE 
recorded that he had set the 
record for the longest sleepless 
period, 11 days. Engineering stu- 
dent Carlos Costa also un- 
derwent this torture before he 
was removed to a psychiatric 
hospital. PIDE agents started 
his interrogation in.a room con- 
taining nothing but a table and 
two chairs, one for an agent and 
one for the prisoner. On the third 
day, Costa’s chair was taken 
away. If he dozed off, the in- 
terrogators would allow him to 
sleep for a minute before drop- 
ping a coin on the table, or 
splashing cold water into his 
face. 

“T hit my hand against the 
wall to keep myself awake,” 
Costa told his psychiatrist, 
“because it was so much worse to 
be woken up than not to sleep.” 


On the seventh day, Costa 
collapsed and could not be 
awakened. He was allowed a 
visit from his wife, then the in- 
terrogation resumed with sleep 
deprivation until he felt the 
walls and the floor were moving. 
In the third week, PIDE added 
beatings. Finally, they played a 
tape recording which sounded 
like his wife screaming in terror. 
“The effects of this were 
devastating,”’ wrote the psy- 
chiatrist, “and the breakdown 
was complete.” 

The “statue,” in which the 
subject was kept in a curcifixion 
position for long periods, was a 
standard torture, and electric 
shock techniques were also 


routine. The statue torture was 
used for over two weeks last 
December at Caxias on a woman 
named Maria Gabriela Ferreira, 
who was also kept naked in a 
small cell and beaten hourly. 
PIDE agents tried to burn the 
files recording these practices 
when they sought refuge in their 
headquarters, after the coup, 
from the army and their fellow 
citizens, fleeing “like rats retur- 
ning to their holes,”’ as one long- 
time Communist described it. 
The files, photographs, and films 
that remain will be evidence at 
their upcoming trials, where vic- 
tims who survived will also 
testify.

TOWN TAXI STRIKE AT “CRITICAL STAGE” 


Striking drivers at Boston’s 
second-largest cab fleet, Town 
Taxi, say that their nine-week- 
old dispute with the company 
over pension benefits has now 
reached a “critical stage.” 

By late last week over 50 of the 
company’s 177 cabs were on the 
street during the daytime hours, 
say the strikers, while the 


number of cabs at night remain-- 


ed at about 15. . 

“They’ve started to drive job 
applicants, most of them 
students, right into the garage 
for interviews,”’ said Bob Levy, a 
negotiator for the striking Back 
Bay Taxi Drivers’ Association 
(BBTDA). 

That’s not all. Town’s head 
bookkeeper lodged an assault 
complaint against Levy after an 
incident last week. Levy says the 
charge is completely false; the 
complaint will be heard Tuesday 
morning in Roxbury District 
Court. 

And this Monday morning 
Ron Stoia, another BBTDA of- 
ficial, will stand trial in Boston 


Municipal Court on a charge of 
smashing a window in a private 
car owned by a non-striker. Stoia 
said he was home in bed at the 
time of the alleged incident and 
called the charge “‘an attempt to 
frame me and get rid of the un- 
ion leadership.” 

Last week we reported that 
much of Town’s stock is owned 
by Frank Sawyer, who also heads 
the 275-cab Checker Taxi Co. 
and a host of transportation- 
related companies in the Hub 
(see “Mr. Wheels of Boston and 
How He Got There’” Phoenix, 
June 25). 

In his more than 50 years in 
Boston’s cab industry, Sawyer 
has had few labor disputes to 
cope with. The last came in 1952, 
when the United Mine Workers 
(UMW) tried to represent his 
Checker drivers in place of the 
Teamsters. Bolstered by anti- 
union coverage by Boston’s 
dailies, Sawyer hired 40 
policemen to ride shotgun in his 
Checker cabs and then got a 
court order to crush the strike.

The Beach Boys: Growing the ’70s 


I should mention first of all where I 
saw the Beach Boys — the Cape Cod 
Coliseum. Every summer a mis-guided 
Phoenix music department sends an 
emissary south to the Coliseum to cover 
one concert, with an ambition to cover 
at least a few of the others that will take 
place throughout the season. Every 
summer, after that first concert, the 


Phoenix music department stays put. It. 


isn’t just the two hour drive, or the half- 
hour wait before being admitted to one 
of the rough-hewn parking lots which 
surround the Coliseum like moats. The 
edifice itself is straight out of Kansas 
City Bomber, and the acoustics are ob- 
viously ‘‘designed” with sport, not 
music mind. In fact, here at the 
Coliseum, music listening becomes 
something of a sport, members of the 
audience being forced to hazard 
educated guesses as to which song has 
just been played. — 

In a way, though, the Cape Cod 
Coliseum was the ideal place to see the 
Beach Boys. The screeching, shimm- 
mying, manhandled autos in the park- 
ing lot, and their fresh-faced, essentially 
clean-cut drivers, suggested an out-take 
from American Graffiti. Here again was 
the car culture of the late fifties and the 
early sixties, extant in succeeding years 
but upstaged by the counterculture. The 
youth of Cape Cod, children of the water 
as much as the Beach Boys, had less of a 
decadent feel about them than the 
average Led Zeppelin crowd at the 
Boston Garden. And, for the first time 
that I can remember at a rock concert, 
the smell of beer overpowered the smell 
of pot. 


* * * 


When I first heard the Beach Boys 
(“‘Surfin’ Safari” and ‘409”) I reacted 
less to their music than to their West 
Coast chauvinism. Nobody surfed where 
I lived and few had blond hair (though 
there quickly arose in my school a small 
cult who dyed their hair blond to look 
like surfers). With “California Girls,” its 
intriguing intro notwithstanding, the 
challenge had clearly been hurled, the 
glove had rudely slapped our face. The 
East Coast, the song implied, was dark 
and dingy and cold, its faces pale, and 
the West Coast was sunny and clean, its 
faces radiantly tan and beautiful. Who 
needed the Beach Boys? 

When “I Get Around” rolled in in 
1965, I was a budding pseudo- 
intellectual. My disdain for the car 
culture was stronger than my musical 
insight, so I missed the song’s novel 


. modulations and the elegant produc- 


tion. A year later ““Wouldn’t It Be Nice” 
and the album from which it was culled, 
Pet Sounds, made it impossible to ig- 


nore Brian Wilson’s melodic and vocal - 


invention any longer. This album was 
the turning point in the Beach Boys’ 
career, at least aesthetically. Songs like 
“You Still Believe In Me,” “God Only 
Knows” and “Caroline No,” all of which 
Brian Wilson wrote with Tony Asher, 
took the Four Freshmen harmonies and 
romantic melodies, the tinkling, organ- 
heavy arrangements about as far as they 
could go while staying in a straight con-

text. But the seeds of psychedelicism 
were being sown (Mike Love appears 
with a trimmed beard and a balding 
pate). . 

‘Good Vibrations,’’ along with 
Cream’s “I Feel Free,’’ Jefferson 
Airplane’s Best Friend’’ and 
Aretha’s “I Never Loved A Man,” was 
one of the shattering singles of late 66 
and early ’67. It was surely the most 
musically complex single rock ’n’ roll 
had yet produced, horizontally and ver- 
tically, and, with its follow-up single 
“Heroes and Villains” and the album 
Smiley Smile, trumpeted the Beach 
Boys’ conversion to mind-expansion. It 
also heralded their commercial demise. 
The psychedelic surfer was an image un- 


palatable to all but a select group of 
diehards, the Beach Boys’ 
“underground” audience during their 
acid and Maharishi phases. 

When the Beach Boys rose from the 
ashes of obscurity, especially in 1972 
(when they drew almost twenty thou- 
sand people to a Summerthing concert 
at the Common), they were trading on 
their nostalgia value, camping it up 
when the oldies were played. The sight 
of bald, bush-bearded Mike Love sing- 
ing “Help Me Ronda’”’ was hysterically 
funny and historically instructive. He 
understood this and milked it for all it 
was worth. The albums produced by the 
group during this period, however, were 
serious projects: Surf's Up used the

traditional harmonic style and soft in- 
strumentation to achieve a dreamy, 
rounded sound, and Holland for all its 
pretension, continued this lyrical style 
with “The Trader,” “Sail On Sailor” 
and “Leaving This Town.” 

' Today, when the Beach Boys take the 
stage, without Blondie Chaplin (whose 
vocal on “Leaving This Town” will live 
forever), they are unabashedly 
professional. They still have a sense of 
humor about themselves, but they are 
no longer campy, no longer self- 
acknowledged curiosities. Mike Love, 
stage right, is still the class clown, but 
he no longer imitates Mick Jagger im- 
itating Tina Turner. Dennis Wilson still 
wanders about the stage aimlessly, 
entering the harmonies when he pleases, 
but he seems to be making more of an ef- 
fort to get there on time. Stage right is 
the man who, in the perennial absence 
of Brian, functions as the group’s heart 
and soul, its reluctant but thoroughly 
capable leader, Carl. 

At the Coliseum Carl was many 
pounds thinner than before and, with 
his flashy western shirt, almost looked 
like a rock star. But his quiet dignity 
and restrained but elegant singing and 
musicianship suggest a performer less 
attuned to the crowds than to the music. 
His singing, on “The Trader” and “God 
Only Knows,’ among others, was 
beautiful, full of nuance and feeling, but 
it was also introspective, sung for his 
and the other members’ enjoyment. 
Amid all the oldies, that sensibility now 
pervades the performance of the Beach 
Boys. They also know who they are as a 
band: a vocal group set against rock in- 
strumentation. They have taken pains, 
as The Beach Boys In Concert shows, to 
sing the harmonies correctly, and at the 
Coliseum they added two drummers to 
enforce a solid rock beat. 

The Beach Boys packed the Coliseum 
for two nights, and during the show I 
caught, the audience was as enthusiastic 
as any I’ve seen in years. The demand 
for two encores was not a mere matter of 
form but was genuinely felt. The ques- 
tion, then, is why these people, many of 
whom were under ten when the surfing 
songs were released, are so stuck on this 
veteran group. There are any number of 
contributing factors, American Graffiti 
and general nostalgia confusion high on 
the list. But what struck me, listening to 
the concert and to the Beach Boys’ 
albums, is the absence of even one blues 
note. This music, with its barbershop 
quartet harmonies and sweet melodies, 
is one hundred percent white. 

The last decade was filled with a long- 
ing for change, and something of a 
willingness to struggle. Blues, with its 
incessant attempt to turn the well- 
tempered scale back to a natural scale 
through the bending of notes, was the 
perfect expression of that longing and 
struggle. In all respects, we are now in 
the middle of an especially quiescent 
period. The Beach Boys’ music, and this 
is certainly not meant as a criticism, is 
the perfect embodiment of this new sen- 
sibility. The kids go to hear the Beach 
Boys because the music sounds just the 
way they feel. 
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Film: Gordon Parks, Jr., an Entertainer First

Gordon Parks Jr., the noted 
still photographer, has directed 
three films. The first was Superf- 
ly, which did for cocaine what 
Easy Rider did for Jack 
Nicholson and motorcycles. 
Superfly set the pace for slick 
movies about black anti-heroes, 
like Trouble Man and The 
Mack. 

Superfly was a skillful blend of 
Hollywood pizzazz, rhythm and 
blues, and a new “hero” — the 
benevolent dope dealer; in this 
case, Priest, played by Ron 
O’Neal, whose goal in the film 
was to retire at an early age. 

In Parks’s second feature, 
Thomasine and Bushrod, he 
dealt romantically with two 
turn-of-the-century black bank 
robbers. The script was by the 
star, Max Julien, who had also 
starred in The Mack. Thomasine 
and Bushrod share with their 
city cousin Priest the predica- 
ment of being hemmed in by 
authorities. Priest has to deal 
with a gang of ruthless cops who 
moonlight as dealers; Thomasine 
and Bushrod contend with a 
maniacal, racist sheriff and 
assorted crackers. These Parks 
heroes have a tough time partly 
because they are black people 
striving to break free of boun- 


daries of white society, but Parks 
maintains that he isn’t dealing 
with any so-called ‘‘black 
cinema.” 

“T think of myself as an enter- 
tainer first; people go to movies 
to be entertained. They don’t 
want to think about the terrible 
things in this world; they want to 
forget and have a good time. I 
always try to choose a subject 
that anyone can relate to, and I 
like to think that my heroes 
could be anybody. What first at- 
tracted me to Three the Hard 
Way (Parks’s new feature, a 
review of which appears 
elsewhere in this issue) was the 
idea of Jim Brown, Fred 
Williamson, and Jim Kelly in a 
movie together, just like John 
Wayne, Erroll Flynn, and Clint 
Eastwood.” 

Parks’s previous film, 
Thomasine, despite the presence 
of some amusing anachronisms, 
has a strong period feel about it 
and an authenticity that comes 
from some key ranch scenes near 
the beginning, where Bushrod, 
the black bank robber, is break- 
ing broncs. Parks, who is 
knowledgeable about the West, 
wanted to establish that black 
men were instrumental in tam- 
ing the West. Indeed, most of the 


cowboys who took part in cattle 
drives were black. 

“What people don’t unders- 
tand about history is that 


’ everything that was done here 


was done first by blacks. The 
first European in America was a 
black man; he was a Spaniard 
called Esteban, who brought the 
Spanish to Florida. Do you know 
about Esteban? No? Well let me 
fill you in, briefly. Esteban, 
when the Spanish landed in 
Florida, decided to walk into the 
wilderness. So he walked from 
Florida to Mexico. He was a big 
guy; at least six feet tall, and the 
Mexicans took him to be a god. 


He had the Indians by the nuts. _ 


“The point I was trying to 
make in Thomasine was that the 
Indians have always trusted the 
blacks more than they have 
trusted white men. They had 
that bond between them; they 
were both outcasts. I know a lot 
about that stuff because my 
folks were ranchers in Kansas, 
see. I rode horses before I could 
walk. 

“What first attracted me to 
Thomasine was the part of the 
woman.” Thomasine, played by 
Vonetta McGee, is a novel 
character, a bushwhacking 
woman bounty hunter. The part

is a good example of the cliche 
reversal with which Parks is par- 
ticularly adept. Another exam- 
ple occurs during the film when 
Bushrod confronts Adolf the 
Butcher, a brutal killer who had 
raped and murdered Bushrod’s 
sister. 

“The way Max had the part 
written I couldn’t see it. I said, 
‘Look, Max, this man murdered 
your sister. You’ve been waiting 
for him a long time; you’ve really 
been searching for this guy. 
When you see him, you’ve got to 


go crazy.’ I wanted to show that 
elemental fury, the raw primal 
emotions.”’ Thus, in the confron- 
tation, Bushrod comes charging 
out of the hotel, guns blasting ef- 
ficiently away, without fanfare 
or formal challenge. He does 
scream a little, though. 

Though all three of Parks’s 
films reflect his commitment to 
entertain, and all of them could 
be thrown together on a Satur- 
day afternoon or at an Action 
Filmfest, he thinks of them as 
being widely divergent. He’s 
concerned with trying out 
various stories and styles. “In 
America directors have to be ver- 
satile. They have to entertain 
the audience and to do that, they 
have to tell a story. In Europe, a 
director can get away with using 
the same theme over and over 
again; he can delve into as many 
facets as he wants. That’s the 
European style. But in America, 
you work within the confines of 
the entertainment industry. It’s 
a different thing.” 

His films have all been ex- 
tremely successful, especially 
Superfly. Thus, Parks is in a 
position to make any kind ‘of 
movie he wants; he’s satisfied 
with the production he receives 
at the hands of Allied Artists, 
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which concentrates on one movie 
at a time. Coming up next is a 
Western, to be filmed in Spain, 
starring Jim Brown, Fred 
Williamson, and maybe Lee Van 
Cleef. “Jim will pay the guy who 
just wants to get the money back 
to the Ranch; Freddy is this 
devil-may-care type.” 

The Western will be still 


‘ another action film, but Parks is 


very fond of Westerns. “As a kid 
I always loved John Ford’s 
movies, and as I sat and watched 
them, I always thought that 
there should be a black man up 
on the screen doing what John 
Wayne did.” 

For someone who claims not to 


be aiming at a specific audience, - 


Parks shows a marked preference 
for casting light on the black ex- 
perience in this country, often 
with what seems like novel 
historical elements that seem to 
make more sense, in retrospect, 
than the standard romanticized 


history of the traditional 


American cinema. But Parks 
conceives of the black cinema as 
being nothing more than fresh 
blood. 


‘“‘My characters could be 


_ anybody. The only thing I see 


that is ‘black cinema’ is this new 


‘cinema in the past few years 


which is the same old American 


- cinema with an infusion of new 


talent. It’s new only in the sense 
that it saved an industry that 
was totally falling on its ass!” 

He seems to be crazy over that 
new talent. He bubbles 
enthusiasm for Jim Brown’s ac- 
ting ability, Jim Kelly’s serious 

“approach, and Fred Williamson 
(“Fred Williamson could play 
Hamlet right now’’). 

Parks is right about his ability 
to make his films broad, durable 
entertainments. Who would 
think, upon hearing a brief 
description of Three the Hard 


Way (merry caper wherein three 
black karate experts foil a plot 
by a gang of mad white fascists 
to poison all the Negroes, and, 
incidentally, Indians, Orientals, 
etc., in the U.S.) that the film 
was devoid of racial overtones? 
Jim Brown’s important thesp- 
ing scenes in Three, of which 
Parks was so fond, are pretty 
wooden stuff, but Williamson 
could be a real actor. Funny 
about Three is that unlike his 
previous movies, the 
protagonists could, indeed, be 
anybody, of any color. They 
happen to be the persons who 
learn about the plot first. And, of 
course, they react with great 
style and smashing success. 
“The point I was trying to 
-make with Three the Hard Way 
was that in America anything 
can happen, right? A plot could 
be going on just like Watergate. I 
mean nobody really knows 
what’s going on in this country, 
right? And yet, despite the 
troubles, we can still get along.” 
This without the aid of the 
police, it would seem, for as in all 
of Parks’s pictures, Three shows 
the cops as being largely ineffec- 
tual, even generally corrupt. 
“And I wanted to show that 
America has always been into 
superheroes. I always used to 
read the comics. Sure, a lot of 
stuff doesn’t make sense if you 
look at it too quickly; but the 
movie moves along so fast, you 
aren’t supposed to notice that. 
Dynamics are all important.” 
_. Parks is thinking about a se- 
quel to Three; one hopes that he 
would have more control over 
such a film and would be able to 
play up the characters more. He 
also wants to do a movie about a 
young French girl coming of age, 
which is really getting away from 
karate masters and shoot-em- 


ups. 


Film Reviews 


MY NAME IS NOBODY. 
Produced by Sergio Leone. 
Directed by Tonino Valerii. 
Screenplay by Ernesto 
Gastaldi from an idea by 
Sergio Leone. Music: Ennio 
Morricone. With: Henry Fon- 
da, Terence Hill. At the 
Cinema 57. 


Sergio Leone, the Italian 
producer-director of westerns, 
has been a seminal figure in 
cinema for a decade. His work 
(Fistful of Dollars, The Good, 
The Bad, and The Ugly, and 
Duck, You Sucker, to name a 
few) has shown the influence of 
directors from Japan, Brazil, 
and the USA. Now comes the 
most curious amalgam of all, My 
Name Is Nobody, a superb 
western that Leone produced but 
did not direct, a kung-fu version 
of All About Eve. 

Tonino Valerii directed My 
Name Is Nobody, but it is not 
clear exactly how important he 
was in regard to either the pic- 
ture or Leone himself, since his 
“style” maintains all the visual 
and aural hallmarks of a Leone- 
directed film. Among the most 
important of these is the surfeit 
of simultaneous impulses, major 
and minor elements in the frame 
(a bad guy and a chicken, for in- 
stance), and numerous tracks of 
sound, classical music, “movie 
music,” speech, and location 
sound effects (perhaps a clock 
and a dog scratching fleas). One, 
or any combination, of these 
may be manipulated, made 
prominent or subordinate, at 
Leone’s whim. 

The story itself, the illegal 


gold, the good and bad 
characters are all pretext; the 
kung-fu film premise of the 
master fighter facing nearly in- 
superable odds (and the am- 
biguous disciple who may be out 
to kill a legend and become a 
legend himself) is all that 
matters. Riddles, games, and 
circus of inhumanity provide the 
structure. The endless puns on 
the words ‘‘nobody’’ and 
“somebody” are the basis of 
practically all the important 
dialogue. 


The truly legendary Henry 
Fonda, supposedly 67 years old, 
could pass here for a man twenty 
years younger than that; this is 
his best movie acting in recent 
memory. Terence Hill, who plays 
Nobody, is the most strikingly 
handsome actor since Alain 
Delon, and he, too, is excellent.

ZANDY’S BRIDE. Directed 
by Jan Troell. Produced by 
Harvey Matofsky. Written by 
Merle Norman. With: Gene

The most exciting event that 
occurred as I suffered through 
Zandy’s Bride occurred not on 
the screen, but behind me. An 
elderly gentleman, having 
absently put a lit pipe into his 
coat pocket, began to smolder. 
As he and the seven other 
members of the audience were 
all dozing, it was not until the 
smoke was quite thick that 
anyone noticed, and after the en- 
suing alarm everyone was 
grateful for the diversion, since 


the film itself offered none. 

Jan Troell revives the mail- 
order bride story, so rich in com- 
ic potential, only to put it and 
the viewer to sleep by humorless- 
ly detailing the tedium of life on 
the frontier. Except for a quick 
struggle with a bear, there is no 
action in the film, and there is 
very little talk, just endless ex- 
cruciating silence. Troell has run 
afoul of the imitative fallacy: his 
depiction of boredom is itself 
boring. This partly results from 
his indifference to narrative and . 
pacing: sometimes he begins a 
promising scene only to abandon 
it before it is adequately 
developed; at other times he 
lingers over scenes long after 
their possibilities have been ex- 
hausted. 

All that seems to interest 
Troell is pretty and tricky 
photography: extreme close-ups 
of clotheslines and collars, 
sweeping panoramas, and 
curious reflections. These are 
often nice to look at, but they 
serve no purpose. Instead of 
enhancing the film they are 
generally meaningless distrac- 
tions that undermine an already 
enfeebled story line. Troell has 
yet to learn the difference 
between postcards and movies. 


Gene Hackman as the loutish 
Zandy and Liv Ullmann as his 
beleaguered bride are hamstrung 
by the dearth of dialogue and 
Troell’s leaden direction. 
Ullman is restricted to looking 
pallid and tremulous while 
Hackman struggles in vain to in- 
ject some life into the

THREE THE HARD WAY. 
Directed by Gordon Parks Jr. 
Produced by Harry Bernsen. 
Written by Eric Bercovici and 
Jerry Ludwig. With: Jim 


Three the Hard Way is a 
diverting piece of nonsense 


about how three very tough 
black businessmen (who also are 
masters of all forms of weaponry 
and martial arts) foil a plot by a 
mad scientist to poison all the 
blacks in the country. The story 
starts out a good deal stronger 
than it finishes. Through 
agonizing hints, we learn that 
someone somewhere is working 
on a genocide program. Then we 
come face to face with mad 
Mister Feather, a mini-Hitler, 
and we are in Disneyland for the 
rest of the film. Mr. Feather’s 
brilliant research scientist, who 
has developed the toxin that, 
when dumped in water supplies, 
will kill all blacks, is the spitting 
image of William Kunstler. 


Fortunately for the world, Jim 
Brown gets wind of this scheme. 
Brown, though here a record 
producer, is a master of light ar- 
tillery. He quickly contacts Jim 
Kelly, master of karate, and 
Fred Williamson, who shoots 
pretty straight and is very lucky. 
Together and separately, the trio 
track down all of Feather’s red- 
beret wearing neo-fascists, and 
kill them with the difficulty one 
might experience spreading 
cheese-whiz on stale bread. 
Never, in the history of the 
cinema, has an army been so 
easily overcome. These three 
hard guys make Richard Burton 
and Clint Eastwood look like girl 
scouts. 


Of course, the latters fight real 


Nazis; let’s face it, World War II 
was serious. But this crazy 
Feather’s fascist army would 
appear to be a bunch of red- 
necked telephone linemen and 
dock foremen who like to hang 
out together after work and 
mumble racist sentiments. 
Though Feather’s fascists are 
supplied with a fleet of dis- 
posable cars and three million 
rounds of ammunition, and the 
three tough guys rely mostly on 
handguns and flying feet, the 
fascists fall like Indians in ad- 
mirable imitation of the 
Westerns of yore: Fred William- 
son thrusts his automatic 
forward, pulls the trigger, and 


sixteen thugs drop dead. 
Altogether, two hundred 
rednecks die, from Washington 
to Chicago to Detroit to Califor- 
nia, and some thirty vehicles are 
exploded before the world is 
made safe. 

With a shrug and a grin, Fred 
Williamson returns to his public 
relations firm in Chicago. 

Most of the action comes off as 
too facile for the good guys, so 
there’s a certain amount of ten- 
sion lacking. The white villains 
are entirely too inept to put up 
much of a struggle. Jim Kelly’s 
karate sequences are beautiful, 
and superior to the lengthier 
episodes in Black Belt Jones.

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Music: Gettin’ Out and Doin’ It

A fairly hairy and very capable 
six-piece band ambled on stage 
and uncorked some passable 
funk, as if warming up a chitlin- 
circuit crowd. Out bounced Anne 
Murray, arms raised high, recall- 
ing Al Green. Anne Murray gets 
down? Well, not exactly, but it 
wasn’t just “Snowbird” she was 
singing. She was singing 
everything, and even if her 
patter and gestures seemed 
rather forced and made for TV, 
when she wrinkled her nose she 
was hard to resist. But it was 
even more difficult to know what 
to make of her. Here was the 
darling of country and easy 
listening, wearing a prim floral 
blouse, Lord & Taylor overalls, 
and patent leather pumps, try- 
ing to rock on. And not doing a 
half-bad job of it. 

When in doubt, go to the 
men’s room. As he zipped up his 
fly a stocky, middle-aged man 
swore, “I gotta see this fuckin’ 
broad again. That last number 
blew my fuckin’ mind,’’ 
Somehow this didn’t clarify 
things. Nor did a young woman 
outside who loved Anne Murray. 
“She’s very personable and very 
natural. When she walked on 
stage she looked like a little girl. 
I felt like her mother.” One 
man’s ‘fuckin’ broad,’’ ap- 
parently, is one woman’s “little 
girl.” I didn’t approach another 
sizeable element in the audience, 
of which Anne Murray spoke the 
next day. 

“‘There’s a huge Lesbian, uh, 
following. Well, you saw it last 
night — there weren’t as many 
last night as there have been .... 
I’ve tried to reason it ... I don’t 
know if it’s been proven that 
there’s a higher incidence of 
Lesbianism in phys. ed. schools, 
because when I went to school I 
didn’t know any Lesbians. There 


may have been some, but I 
didn’t know any .... I was a tom- 
boy, which, when you have three 
older brothers, you fall into. And 
when you have no facilities for 
females in a small town ... 
everything is geared towards 
boys. That’s probably why I got 
into singing: it was something I 
could do better than they could, 
maybe.... Maybe it’s the fact 
that I still have sort of a football 
walk that I can’t get rid of, but 
that’s me .... It has been publish- 
ed that I’m not gay, and I’m not, 
but I suppose a lot of them say, 
‘Well, she’s just saying that 
because she’s in the public eye 
and she’s hiding in the closet.’ 
Helen Reddy has the same kind 
of following. Peggy Lee told me 
one time that she had the same 
following. 

To whom are you trying to 
appeal? “Nobody. I’m just try- 
ing to sing my songs and have 
people enjoy them. I never 
ever did set out to have a par- 
ticular kind of audience. It was 
just a matter of gettin’ out and 
doin’ it. And in some places one 
kind of audience will show up, 
and in another place a different 
kind. Last night there was a lit- 
tle bit of everything there, a 
complete cross-section .... 

“‘When you say I’m a mystery 
to you, I think that’s great, 
because I hate categorization. 
What’s happening now with that 
double-sided hit, it just makes 
me laugh. Because on one side is 
“You Won’t See Me,’ which is a 
pop hit, and it’s number 12 with 
a bullet on the pop charts ... and 
the funny thing is that the coun- 
try people have never heard that. 
And the other side is ‘He Thinks 
I Still Care,’ which is number 
three with a bullet in Billboard 
{on the country chart], and the 
pop people haven’t heard it. And 
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I’m saying, ‘Well, there you go.’ 


For a while I was getting direc- 


tion from the people around me 
to lean country. And I went 
along with it for a while, but I 
wasn’t happy. And so then I said 
to hell with that — I’m going to 
do what I want to do. A lot of 
country DJs get bugged by me. 
They say, ‘She’s getting away 
from country, she’s turning her 
back on us.’ But that’s not so. 
I’ve committed myself to coun- 
try music. I’ve committed myself 
to all kinds of music. It may put 
people off, but I don’t see how I 
can spread myself too thin if I 
continue doing what I want to 
do.” 
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In so doing, has Anne Murray 
committed herself to anything 
but the most comprehensive 
demographics possible? Perhaps 
so, but the breadth of her taste is 
genuine, not calculated, and it 
has something to do with her 
having grown up in Nova Scotia. 
Americans who listen to music 
tend to take sides, and for social 
and political more than purely 
musical reasons. The songs one 
likes appeal and contribute to 
one’s sense of belonging to a cer- 
tain group or class. But to Anne 
Murray music — all of it 
American — was a disembodied 
sound on the radio without 
extra-musical implications. How 
could she have known, and why 
would she have cared, for whom 
the music was tailored? So she 
liked everything, from The 
Beach Boys to Sarah Vaughan to 
South Pacific. Everything ex- 
cept, oddly enough, country, 
which she disliked not because it 
was lower-class or conservative, 
but on strictly musical grounds: 
“In order to sing country I 
figured that you just had to puta 
clothespin on your nose.” 

Relatively few American 
singers are able to imitate the 
success of Anne Murray and of

Australian Helen Reddy, who 
can both be all things to all 
American listeners because of 
their neutrality. Of course the 
concomitant of such universal 
appeal is a certain blandness. 
But in Anne Murray’s case, un- 
derneath the blandness of the 
music is a certain personal 
strength, the source of which 
again seems to have been Nova 
Scotia. 

“You see, I come from a coal- 
mining town, and we had two 
major mine disasters there that 
wiped out like a hundred and fif- 
ty men. And so the mines closed 
down. When I think of it there’s 
a kind of cloud hanging over the 
town. The disasters happened in 
and ’58: they’re rather for- 
mative years in my life. And I 
can remember, standing around 
the pithead, waiting for kids’ 
fathers to come up, you know. I 
was lucky — my father’s a doctor 
— but five or six of the girls had 
their fathers down there. And 
unfortunately most of them, I 
think all of them, were killed. 
And in 1957 the main shopping 
district in our town burned 
down. So it’s — I don’t know — 
something about the town. I get 
a little depressed. Except the 
people ... are made of such 
strong stock that they bounce 
back. So resilient, you know. 
And they’re good, really fine peo- 
ple. In that respect I really ap- 
preciated where I was brought 
up.” 

Is any of this in your music? 
She states: “I don’t think so.”

JOHN PRINE. 
The Performance Center 

John Prine sold out two shows 
at The Performance Center, and 
it was his audience all the way. 
Yee-haws and applause greeted 
each of his already familiar 
twenty-one songs, every 
punchline met with chuckles and 
chortles, and most of his 
choruses became singalongs. 
Adept at making his amateurism 
seem ingratiating, Prine was 
rewarded with cheers and guf- 
faws both times he muffed his 
tuning and had to start songs 


over again. There was even foot- © 


stomping, and a good time was 
had by all. 

Prine is popular because he 
pats his fans on the back. 
Instead of challenging them, he 
tells them what they already 
know. Grass is fun, but isn’t 
heroin dreadful? And strip- 
mining? And gee, old folks got it 
tough, so be nice to a senior 
citizen today. Prine would be 
truer to the spirit of many of his 
sentiments — and a more in- 
teresting entertainer to look at — 
were he to perform in full Cub 
Scout regalia. Those yellow 
kerchiefs are sharp, and Prine 
and his followers could exchange 
two-fingered salutes. 

What’s curious about Prine is 
that although his music’s con- 
tent is abysmally conventional, 
his style is a slavish imitation of 
Bob Dylan, who at his best was 
never conventional. Of all those 
who have been saddled with the 
label “the new Dylan,” Prine 
most deserves to be thus 
pigeonholed. Beside Prine, 
someone as derivative as Elliott 
Murphy seems a stunning 
original. Prine has all the super- 
ficialities down pat: Dylan’s 
tousled hair, dopey grin, 
ragamuffin vocals, paltry guitar 
work, and banal melodies. But 
even if it has been responsible for 
his success, it is also the com- 
parison with Dylan which Prine 
so actively courts that betrays 
his insignificance. Dylan’s music 
was edgy and insightful; Prine’s 
is easy and stereotypical. His 
audience may not realize it, but 
John Prine really has more in 
common with John Denver.

ESTHER PHILLIPS. 
Paul’s Mall 

The Etta James show at the 
Performance Center was an often 
moving but ultimately depress- 
ing affair. At Paul’s Mall, Esther 
Phillips was decidedly more 
satisfying; her appearance

generated as much uncontrived 
audience response as I’ve seen in 
a Boston club. 

This was Esther’s first full 
scale Boston appearance (ap- 
parently there was a small, one- 
night-only press party at the 
Somerset four years ago) since 
her comeback (drugs, Synanon, 
etc.) in 1970. Her three Kudu 
albums (the fourth is due out 
soon) have all sold well and have 
garnered her a faithful following 
that filled the club every night, 
and gave her standing ovations’ 
after every set. Despite a bad 
cold,’ Esther was in good spirits, 
heightened even further by the 
enthusiastic audience response. 

The possessor of a sardonic, 
nasal voice (owing much to 
Dinah Washington), Esther 
Phillips has always been vocally 
wise beyond her years (back to 
the days when she was a 13-year- 
old singing sensation with the 
Johnny Otis Revue). Her first 
sets throughout the week tended 
to be highly stylized, including 


“Alone Again, Naturally,” a 


misplaced arrangement of Dr. pressive in this context: most of 


John’s “Such A Night” and an 
oversung (out of boredom 
probably) “And I Love Him” (a 
huge hit for her in the mid- 
sixties). For whatever reasons, 
she clustered her strongest 
material (harder, more blues- 
tinged) for the late shows; “This 
Bitter Earth,” “I Never Found A 
Man,” Johnny Taylor’s “Can’t 
Trust Your Neighbor” and the 
stinging, autobiographical 
“Home Is Where The Hatred Is” 
(“Home is where I live in- 
side/white power dreams”’), fast 
becoming her signature song. It 
was a shame that the five piece- 
band, led by her album arranger 
Pee Wee Ellis, was no match for 
Esther’s considerable vocals.

GATO BARBIERI. 
Jazz Workshop 

- The Argentinian and Brazilian 
musicians who provided the ex- 
tensive ethnic flavor on Gato 
Barbieri’s last two Impulse 
recordings and then toured 
Europe and the U.S. with him 
have made the inevitable return 
to home and families, propelling 
the tenor saxophonist into phase 
three of his American period. 


- Barbieri first gained popularity 


in the States with several Flying 
Dutchman albums with proven 
sidemen such as Stanley Clarke, 
Airto and Lonnie Liston Smith; 
the transfer to Impulse made his 
commitment to exploring South 
American melodic and rhythmic 
roots total. The ethnic flutes, 
guitars and percussion have been 
replaced by more familiar 
counterparts; the band now mix- 
es new and familiar, jazz and

his time was spent providing 
counterlines to the saxophone 
lead, which he did in an agile, 
round-toned manner. He was the 
only sideman who soloed, and 
again there was marked im- 
provement in his lines, perhaps 
as a result of his downplaying the 
electric nature of his guitar in 
this setting. Ray Mantilla, who 
seems to visit town with a 
different group every other week, 
finally lived up to his rep on con- 
gas and imbales. Pianist Eddie 
Martinez and drummer Por- 
tinho, less familiar names, had 
little room to display their per- 
sonalities. The surprise member 
of the sextet was Howard John- 
son, a known master of the tuba, 
baritone sax and flugelhorn, who 
played electric bass with con- 
fidence and a refusal to settle 
into repetition. The Workshop’s 
low ceiling limited the effect of 
his tuba feature. 

Gato is unchanged. He spends 
most of his time stating his 
catchy melodies with a large, at- 
tractive tone, while most of the 
interest is provided by the shif- 
ting rhythm section. The one in- 
teresting performance was 
“Merceditas,”’ which has gained 
a second extended coda (the 
recording only had one). Beyond 
this written addition, Barbieri’s 
music showed little concern for 
the sound of surprise.

MELVIN VAN PEEBLES. 
Paul’s Mall 
The title of Mevin Van 
Peebles’ latest album is What 
The You Mean I Can’t 


Sing. He can pen songs, direct 
movies and write plays, but it’s 
true, Melvin can’t sing a lick. 

It’s well known that Melvin 
not only directed and produced 
Sweetback, he also distributed it 
(in New York his one man, self- 
propelled promotion campaign 
for his play “Don’t Play Us 
Cheap” is a legend). Melvin’s 
current promo junket, designed 
to bring attention to his new 
album, has to be his most 
challenging hustle yet. 

Oddly enough it was Van 
Peebles’s singing that first 
brought his name to my atten- 
tion. Sometime in the spring of 
1969 his Brer Soul album and a 
song from it called “Lillie (do the 
Zampautchie)”” became the 
novelty hit at Tufts (at least in 
some quarters). It was pretty 
strong stuff in those days, and, 
even at its most suggestive, 
didn’t become meaningful until 
its inclusion a few years later in 
Don’t Play Us Cheap. 

Van Peebles made his 
appearance at Paul’s Mall before 
a small legion of hardcore 
followers, with a New York 
studio band more than qualified 
to handle his arrangements. 

The whole show was pretty 
bizarre (Melvin’s stage presence 
is as stiff as his direction of 
Sweetback was crude), and 
would have been boring without 
an unusual interpretation of 
Stevie Wonder’s “Superstition” 
(owing to early Dr. John and 
probably closer to the meaning 
of the song), and of course, 
“Lillie,” which is even better in 
person than on record, like it’s 
s’posed to be.

Elton d John: CARIBOU (MCA- 
2116) 

Elton. John’s antic super- 
ficiality is what makes his music 
at once so delightful and so 
frustrating. Its high spirited 
meaninglessness is ideal for Top 
Forty (and no one sounds better 
over the car radio). But an 
album, at least a great album, 
has to express something. This 
something need be nothing so 
pretentious as one’s abhorrence 
of industrial pollution or one’s 
faith in the power of love to con- 
quer all ills; as I see it, Lesley 
Gore expressed a great deal. But 
Elton John doesn’t, at least not 
very often, which is why his 
albums tend to be dissatisfying 
at the same time that he is one of 
the last great white masters of 
the 45 (except for Paul 
McCartney, all the others are 
black). 

At the heart of Elton’s 
problem is Bernie Taupin, whose 
lyrics generally mean very little 
(there have been exceptions, 
most notably “Rocket Man” and 
“Daniel”), and mean even less 
when Elton mouths them. Elton 
John is the only major rock star 
of the past ten years who has 
never written a single lyric, and 
this is finally rather unsettling. 
Has he not even once felt the 
urge, the need, to say something 
himself? 


These reservations apply to 
Caribou (named for James Guer- 
cio’s ranch, where it was record- 
ed) but it is still Elton’s finest 
release in years. Regardless of 
the lyrics, the music is mostly 
no-nonsense and steers pretty 
clear of Elton’s characteristic 
vices: make-believe funk, 
melodramatic overkill and 
syrupy sentimentality. Part of 
Caribou’s punch is provided by 
the Tower of Power brass, but 
the lion’s share of the credit goes 
to unsung guitarist Davey 


~ Johnstone, whose taste and ver- 


satility deserve greater recogni- 
tion. He has an uncanny ear for 
the proper accompaniment, the 
right embellishment to enrich 
the music and excite or enthrall 
the listener. 

Johnstone has little to do with 
the current single, “Don’t Let 
the Sun Go Down on Me,” which 
is weighted down by a cumber- 
some brass arrangement too akin 
to the pomp of Chicago. But he 
shines on the album’s outstan- 
ding tracks, especially the frolic- 
some “Dixie Lily” and the state- 
ly, swooping “I’ve seen the 
Saucers.”’ A final excellent cut, 
“Ticking,” is a restrained and 
gripping depiction of a berserk 
gunman, and a tribute to Elton’s 
talent as a pianist: the drama 
never flags as Elton sings and 
plays solo for seven-and-a-half 
minutes.

The Modern Jazz Quartet: 
BLUES ON BACH (Atlantic 
SD 1652) 

It seems apropos that the 
Modern Jazz Quartet should an- 
nounce its dissolution less than a 
month after Duke Ellington’s 
death, for the MJQ was the 
small-group equivalent of the 
Ellington orchestra. Formed out 
of the rhythm section of Dizzy 
Gillespie’s first big band, the 
Quartet has existed for over a 
quarter-century. A mere half- 
dozen men have been involved in 
that time, and the current four 
(Milt Jackson, John Lewis, Per- 
cy Heath, Connie Kay) have 
worked together for two decades. 
Lewis — the pianist, major com- 
poser and “musical director’ of 
the group — has enjoyed a per- 
manent framework for his 
writing surpassed only by 
Ellington in jazz history. 

“Reasons for the break-up are 
still unclear; the perennially 
assumed differences between 
Lewis and Jackson and insuf- 
ficient financial returns head the 
current rumor list. The timing 
coincides, however, with the 
release of what should be one of 
the group’s more popular 
albums. The rejected title, Bas- 
ed on Bach and the Blues, gives 
a clearer idea of the program: 
five chorales, fugues and 
preludes by Bach are transcribed 
by Lewis and performed by the 
group, with John on harp- 
sichord; sandwiched between the 


Bach are four blues by Lewis and 
Jackson (in B, A, C and, you 
guessed it, H) with John on 
piano. The Bach is arranged 
soundly and performed faithful- 
ly, hardly as “jazzed up” as one 
might expect; I’m particularly 
attracted to the “Sleepers 
Awake” chorale, which Lewis 
calls “Rise Up in the Morning.” 
Improvisation is confined to the 
blues, and it’s here that the 
group sounds a bit tired. Bags 
has a solo style as familiar as 
anyone’s, but such uninhibited 
bluesiness still sparkles next to 
his more restrained associates. 
The vibes choruses on “Blues in 
C Minor” are the best moments 
on the album. Lewis, in contrast, 
has lost the balance in his always 
concise style, settling too often 
for cuteness; his orchestral com- 
ping also shows less bite. Kay at 
his best, like Lewis, was a musi- 
cian of limited technique and 
quiet strengths; his drums now 
only keep spiritless time. Heath 
comes out best — he still has the 
most beautiful bass sound I’ve 
ever heard. 

Perhaps this was the time to 
call it quits, since compositional 
direction from Lewis (the key to 
the MJQ’s peerlessness) hasn’t 
been forthcoming lately. Blues 
on Bach seems to be a holding 
action, utilizing two classic 
sources until some new ideas 
appear. Now, perhaps, Lewis can 
devote all of his energies to com- 
posing. Heath and Kay will have 
it toughest, the latter in par- 
ticular; it’s hard for men of their 
age to crack the studio or pick- 
up scene. Bags has always work- 
ed best under strong leaders 


(Diz, Monk, Miles, Lewis), but _ 


should have the least economic 
problems on his own. We can ex- 
pect Jackson to return to his 
roots, blues and related church 
music, “Meaning soul church 
music,’”’ as Cannonball once 
said, ‘‘I don’t mean Bach 
chorales, that’s different, know 
what I mean?”

B.J. Thomas: LONGHORNS 
AND LONDONBRIDGES 
(Paramount PAS 1020) 


Too many drugs and too much 
pablum were almost the undoing 
of this singer from Texas, whose 
starting point was Hank 
Williams. The easy-listening 
appeal of “Raindrops Keep 
Fallin’ On My Head,” B.J.’s 
biggest hit, cast him into a 
pressured world of nightclubs 
and one-night stands he could 
not understand or cope with. 
During a desperately needed 


sabbatical he shed those twin 
claims, then signalled his return 
to the fold with “Rock ’N’ Rell 
Lullabye,’’ supported by the 
Beach Boys, Duane Eddy and 
other rock ’n’ roll veterans. 
Longhorns and Londonbridges 
is a similarly collaborative effort, 
this time from a species of musi- 
cian, the New York session man, 
not famous for his capacity for 
involvement. (The album, in 
toto, is more a product of New 
York than Texas or London, 


despite the title.) Both Richie . 


Supa and Randall Bramblett, 
who wrote half the album, 
appear also as sidemen, yet it 
does not look as though anyone 
hip Sele at all narrow- 
ly. 

I think of B.J. as a contem- 
porary rockabilly singer, a tiny 


category which includes Delaney 


Bramlett, whom B.J. often 
sounds like here. Allen 
Toussaint’s “Play Something 
Sweet,” which initially recalls 
B.J.’s “Hooked On A Feeling,” 


opens into a standard New. 


Orleans blow. The Bramblett 
material occupying the rest of 
the side is also Southern, but less 
easy, more probing — this even 
though the lyrics are generally 
confused. 

One of the chief pleasures of 
the second cut, “I’m Callin’,” 
which is pitched too high for B.J. 
to sing comfortably, is the in- 
terplay of Bob Mann’s guitar 
and Bramblett’s piano. “Sacred 
Harmony”’ allows B.J. to sing in 
a deeper register and thereby to 
show off his suppleness. 

The second side, because it 
lacks Bramblett’s contributions, 
is airier. A high-spirited little 
tune to which Gerry Goffin 
supplied the words ‘Talkin’ 
about your rock ’n’ roll/ Instead 
of existentially”’ returns B.J. to 
the style of his middle period. 
“Conversation” tumbles along 
like James Taylor’s “Riding on a 
Railroad’’; recent Taylor 
sideman Hugh McCracken plays 
acoustic guitar on it. Aside from 
B.J.’s own undeniable appeal, 
what makes Longhorns so much 
better than the average non- 
songwriting singer’s vehicle is its 
refusal to opt for the scheme 
wherein the singer is placed in 
front, and then, because he does 
not interact with his sidemen, is 
obtusely supported and ironical- 
ly diminished. On Longhorns, 
the equal respect paid by the 
producers to singer and 
musicians repeats itself in the 
latter two’s regard for each other.

PFM 
have both archangels and 
demons in their lineage, and 
their achievement in forging nif- 
ty themes is equalled by their 
absorption of all these influences. 

PFM have the standard 
progressive lineup — drums, 
bass, guitars, a forest of 
keyboards and a miscellaneous 
instrumentalist. (In this case the 
fifth man plays violin and an odd 
and copious assortment of 
woodwinds, but he gets overlook- 
ed a lot in the arrangements.) 
The keyboardist tends to rule the 
roost, playing with either 
medieval whimsy or grand opera 
pomposity, as occasion 
demands; the guitarist drills 
through the hard parts with in- 
tricate and linear runs. But this 
is like describing the operation of 
a radio set by pointing at the 
dials; the whole is greater than 
the sum of its parts, as is always 
the case in worthwhile avant- 
rock. 

Thematically, this album 
almost sounds like stylistic 
plagiarism: early Mothers in “Is. 


My Face On Straight,” Crimson . 


all over the title track, Gentle 
Giant here and there. The only 
way PFM can preserve their in- 
nocence is by tying it all 
together, as a collage. Critic Paul 
Williams pointed out years ago 
that packaging is not considered 
work, so no one could take it 
seriously if PFM’s intention were 
to make an art out of ordered 
and structured recollections. In 
one magnificent track, ‘“The 
Mountain,” the band ploughs 
into an unabashed, graceless 
heavy metal riff. Not only am I 
reminded of the avant band who 
deserted progressivism for metal 
(whose name escapes me at the 
moment), but I am also, and 
more substantially, reminded of 
how much I loved the Byrds. I 
wallow in unmuted 
reminiscence, and I’d be willing 
to bet that’s what PFM intended 
all along — because the world in- 
evitably becomes the world.

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Theatre: Peter, Pan, and Puppets

PETER PAN, an original play 
by Susan and Claude Roche- 
Fogarty, presented by the 
Black Wheat Theatre at Em- 
manuel Church, 15 Newbury 
Street, weekends through July 
13. 


Apparently Tinkerbell has 
been relegated to wand-waving 
promos for Walt Disney World 
and the p-nuttiest peanut 
butter. And Kensington Gardens 
has become a never-never land, 
populated by sage old birds, 
shiftless fairies who spend their 
nights guzzling nectar from lily- 
of-the-valley cups and their lazy 
days doing not much of 
anything; and to which no 
human beings are admitted 
“after lockout time.” 

The Black Wheat Theatre’s 
gossamery “Peter Pan” takes lit- 
tle from the old standard but its 
childlike aura of innocence and 
imagination, and the germ of an 
idea. Peter Pan is again the baby 
boy who flies from his nursery 
window to a magic world of 
never-grow-up — but you can 
forget the handicapped pirates 
and tick-tocking ’gators. This is 
a simpler, less violent tale, 
delicately unfolded in Em- 
manuel Church’s richly ap- 
pointed, gaily decorated chapel 
to the haunting, tinkly accom- 
paniment of a toy piano that has 
become a Black Wheat 
trademark. 

The story — which combines 
the Peter Pan character with the 
mythical Pan, playing his pipe to 
the delight of all those friendly 
woodland creatures — is 
narrated by a guileless (but 
somehow sophisticated), totally 
believing peasant in tights and 
turned-up slippers, a cross 
between Rumplestiltskin and 
Maurice Chevalier. The only 
“human” whose intrusion into 
the fairy world does not seem 
monstrous, this storyteller is 
backed by a chorus of crude but 
pleasing puppets, a miniature 
and inanimate world that scoots 
silently back and forth its small 
stage on wooden tracks. Except 
that the puppets are more 
Charlie Brown than Alberto 


Giacometti, the style and spirit _ 


of the work are reminiscent of 
the Bread and Puppet Theatre, 
producing the same strange mix 
of irony and innocence. Peter is 
carried back to his mother, for 
example, “by the hand of the 
night,” a giant papier-mache 
hand draped in black. 

Black Wheat has developed a 
substantial reputation with a 
small coterie for its ability to 
reduce a story to essentials and 
to tell it eerily, beautifully, with 
a daring slowness that replaces 
exaggeration as a tool for 
emphasis. “Peter Pan’’ is less ex- 
cruciatingly slow than past 
works, more whimsical — 
probably in the interest of the 
little ones and their wandering 
attentions. It is not, however, 
strictly (or even mostly) a play 
for children — on whom many of 
its purest delights are wasted, 
even though the colorful silk 
screens, plaid and gingham 
ducks, and side-scooting wee folk 
certainly serve as diversion dur- 
ing the periods of “‘talkiness.” 

Actually, this “Peter Pan’’ is 
more closely connected to the 
adult world, with its doll-house 
depiction of guiltless nature con- 
trasting with an inexplicably 
dingy civilization, represented 
by tiny trollies, clumps of hur- 
rying little people and a 
marvelously dreary building, 
labeled “Soot, Smut and Dank, 
Inc.,”” from which black cloth 
smoke is belched by the bolt. So 
treat yourself, by all means, to 
an hour or so of indulgence and 
old-fashioned wide eyes, even if 
you haven’t a little one to tow 
along as a cover. 


ENJOYING THE SUMMER 
THEATRES OF NEW 
ENGLAND: A GUIDE by 
Anne Goodrich, the Pequot 
Press, 1974. 


Anne Goodrich spent last 
summer, “like a regular Pollyan- 
na” she says, jaunting from 
Maine to Connecticut, stopping 
at every straw hat theatre she 
could find — kind of like rating 
Howard Johnsons on the turn- 
pike. The result is a paperback 
guide that covers automobile 
directions, ticket prices, ‘typical

offerings,’’ thumbnail histories 
— just about everything but an 
intelligent assessment of the 
theatrical fare available.. She 
leaves that until last and fluffs 
over it with a silly little rating 
system represented by a drawing 


of four little footlights, any 
number of which may be “turned 
on” to indicate how “turned on” 
Anne was. 

One has, I suppose, to admire 
the author’s fortitude, schlep- 
ping around to the Cape Cod 


Melody Tent and all the other 
not-too-various but sundry tents 
in one three-month period. She 
is certainly knowledgeable 
enough to give the Eugene 
O’Neill Memorial Theater 
Center and the Lenox Arts 
Center at Wheatleigh more little 
footlights than the South Shore 
Music Circus, even if she doesn’t 
say why. And although the 
Women’s Page descriptions of 
decor and what’s fashionable to 
wear are dull, dull, dull, the 
histories are peripherally enter- 
taining. It’s just too bad the 
whole thing is periphery. It is 
great to know, for example, that 
the Shakespeare Herb Garden at 
the American Shakespeare 
Theatre in Stratford was started 
by Will Geer and that someone 
by the name of Albert Gazverdis 
left orders, upon his demise, that 
his ashes be scattered over the 
Cape Playhouse in Dennis — the 
Theatre Company of Boston 
could use a few such devoted 
subscribers. But none of this is 
useful. And the mini-features on 
the Lenox Arts Center and on 
the Nantucket Stage Company 
(not in existence this summer, to 
my knowledge) are the only ones 
that say anything about the 
“theater” that’s housed there 
along with the draperies, frescoes 
and seaside eateries. The Loeb 
summer season, for some reason, 
is left out entirely, though a good 
number of the company are 
Equity actors. 


Ms. Goodman has an exten- 
sive and impressive background 
in press rlations, and it shows. 
The guide — which labels the 
summer theatre situation in New 
England at least twice as “an 
embarrassment of riches’’ 
(which it isn’t) — is as ebullient 
as most press-copy and as 
alliteration-happy as Pat 
Mitchell. 

The picture on page 29, 
however, of Lloyd Richards and 
George White of the O’Neill 
Center in ‘“‘Eugene O’Neill 
sweatshirts”’ is almost worth the 
price of the book. Now, if I can 
find out Elliot Norton’s birthday 
and shirt size, I’ll know just what 
to get him.

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Art: The Grosz Vision

Satire and caricature are sup- 
posed to be most difficult in dark 
times such as ours, for we say we 
see people behaving as “carica- 
tures of themselves,” involving 
themselves in situations that lay 
bare their weaknesses. The 
Watergate scandals have provid- 
ed a circus of self-carciature in 
which all we seem to see are peo- 
ple unwittingly at cross purposes 
with themselves, pulled out of 
shape by some obsession or am- 
bition or private fantasy. E. 
Howard Hunt is a poignant ex- 
ample. Would anybody but 
Philip Roth invent a convincing 
character who is both an in- 
triguer and the author of 
numerous schlock spy novels? 
Howard Hunt seems to have in- 
vented such a character in 
himself. 

George Grosz’s most famous 
satirical art was done in’ the 
1920’s in Germany, a historical 
setting that journalists are fond 
of likening to the present. The 
Busch-Reisinger Museum at 
Harvard has recently been dis- 
playing a show of watercolors 
and drawings done by Grosz to 
accompany theatrical produc- 
tions by Bertolt Brecht and 
Erwin Piscator. The principal 
production on which these three 
collaborated was an adaptation 
of Jaroslav Hasek’s popular 
novel “The Adventures of the 
Good Solier Schwejk During the 
World War.” 

Good Soldier Schwejk has 
since become a popular symbol, 
especially in Europe, for the 
natural human tendency to 
resist all the tyrrannical and ar- 
bitrary impositions of 
“authority.” Brecht adapted the 
character to a Second World 
War setting in the 40’s. And 


Piscator is said to have been con- 
sidering a Schwejk play dealing 
with the Vietnam War at the 
time of his death in 1965. 

Among Piscator’s innovations 
in the theater was the use of a 
projection screen as a 
background to a stage perfor- 
mance. The Grosz drawings at 
the Busch-Reisinger were largely 
-intended to be the basis for 
animated film clips detailing 
some of Schwejk’s misadven- 
tures. The drawings are fre- 
quently inscribed with instruc- 
tions to the animators as to the 
order of their progression, what 
elements are to move, etc. The 
publication of some of these 
drawings in 1928 led to Grosz’s 
arrest and trial for “blasphemy.” 


Grosz’s graphic style is un- 
mistakable. His line is nervous 
and sometimes ragged, but 
always expressive, as we can see 
clearly in a drawing like “Inspec- 
tion,’”’ which presents a row of 
“recruits” stripped for medical 
examination. Here, the lines 
that define each man’s un- 
derwear are perfectly in keeping 
with the definition of each face 
and body type. The drawing that 
followed this one in the anima- 
tion is a kind of x-ray view of the 
six men in which each defective 
organ is pointed out, so there’s 
no mistaking their unfitness for 
service. 

The chief doctor, who regards 
the infirm recruits, including 
Schwejk, as “malingerers,” is 
represented in a series of 
drawings that have the mark of 
Grosz’s satirical style. Here, the 
character’s facial expressions 
seem to eclipse his face entirely, 
making him a pure expression of 
rage and tyranny. 


A most Grosz strangling 


Most of Grosz’s drawings are 
not humorous, but they put us in 
touch with our own 
humorousness, if we have any, 
because they depict people for 
whom anything but sadistic 
laughter is impossible. Oc- 
casionally there is something 
funny here, though, as in the 
drawing, ‘““‘The Authorities,” 
where a pair of dour generals and 
a ghoulish judge are flanked by a 
chubby clergyman balancing a 
cross on the end of his nose. 

Several of the drawings incor- 
porate a symbol, a kind of 
backwards double S, which is 
the German punctuation mark 


meaning “paragraph.” Grosz 
uses this sign to represent the 
law or petty regulation that 
restricts the citizen-victim 
everywhere. 

There is a difference between 
the kind of situation against 
which Grosz’s satire is directed 
and the current Watergate spec- 
tacles. If caricature and satire 
seem superflous applied to 
Watergate, it is because the 
scandal itself shows us people 
ensnared in their own failure to 
recognize when they were think- 
ing rationally and when crazily. 
The situation Grosz derides is 
one in which the authority of the 


oppressors is so absolute that 
they literally do not have to care 
whether they are acting humane- 
ly or madly, since there is no one 
to call them to task. (The 
Watergate affair may test 
whether the American President. 
has this kind of authority.) 

The assumption of all great 
satire seems to be that human 
beings possess innately the abili- 
ty to judge whether they are 
behaving in a human way. This 
already seems to be a critical 
assumption, because history 
does not seem to attest to its 
truth. Grosz’s satire is directed 
against people’s inability to see 
themselves in human terms, a 
deficiency whose grossest expres- 
sion is war. If the Watergate 
characters seem to parody 
themselves, it is because the 
media allow them to exhibit this 
particular blindness to us, 
without the intervention of an 
artist. Grosz’s satire goes further 


because when we look at his work 


we understand that it is not so 
much particular people that are 
being maligned as particular im- 
pulses and dispositions to which 
people, including ourselves, are 
vulnerable. Very probably we 
have all known moments of iden- 
tification with a character like 
Dr. Bautze. For Grosz, it is vi- 
sion itself, and visual imagina- 
tion, if anything at all, that 
keeps us from following our worst 
impulses to their logical conclu- 
sion of eclipsing the rest of our 
natures completely. The ability 
to see ourselves as human is the 
Schwejk in all of us, the wiliness 
of common sense that can make 
us back down from pomposity or 
a hypertrophied confidence in 
the authority of our own 
opinions.

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Printed Matters: Becker’s Denial nf Death

It was stupefying to read lately 
that a book is coming out this 
November entitled Treat Your 
Ego.in 4 Hours, by Thomas N. 
Rusk, M.D., and Randolph A. 
Read, M.D. Advance advertising 
tells us.that “Being ‘Your Own 
Best Friend’ is a beginning but 
that’s all. Now comes the first 
complete self-help program of 
‘Brief Therapy’ by two psy- 
chiatrists who show you how to 
get precisely what you want out 


of life — fast!” 
If one tried to write a parody 
on the current psy- 


chotherapeutic trend toward 
quick cures, one could not have 
improved upon the idiocy of this 
brief announcement. The two 
sentences quoted above contain 
all the irresistible baits for the 
ailing fish of our culture: come 
and get your self-help program 
now (don’t let anyone else help 
— what do they know that you 
don’t?); Get precisely what you 
want out of life (don’t settle for 
anything less!); it’s not only 
“Brief Therapy”, but it’s fast, 
fast, fast! No long discussions. 
No sermons. Just brief “Break- 
through Messages,’”’ plus action 
exercises such as “Love Me,” 
“What Would People Say?”’... It 
really works — and in just four 
hours! (Why wait?). 

No fuss, no muss, no messy 
transference. Only in this culture 
can a collaboration of psy- 
chiatric entrepreneurs, enter- 
prising publishers, and a reading 
public with a yen for instant 
enlightenment conceive of the 
project of personal integration as 
a fast-food franchise. These par- 
ties would like nothing better, 
perhaps could think of nothing 
more plausible, than drive-in 
psychotherapy. Over 3 billion 
cures sold! With every purchase 

_Teceive a plastic Fred McFreud 
bust, absolutely free. Collect five 


McFreud busts and you may 
_ trade them ‘in for a free thirty- 


second consultation or an 
autographed team picture of the 
Psychoanalytic Institute of 
America. 

John Smith, fearing he suffers 
from neurosis (‘Don’t worry,” he 
tells his wife, “it’s all in my 


head”), drives in one evening on 
his way home from work and 
steps up to the counter. “I'd like 
a cure, and quick,” he tells the 
toothy, uniformed girl. 
“Something with no side-effects, 
no painful insights or unpleasant 
dependency on the therapist.” 


The girl’s smile broadens and 
she puts her mouth to the 
microphone. ‘‘Hold the 
transference, hold the lettuce,” 
she sings, “special cases don’t 
upset us! All we ask is that you 


let us cure you your way! 


A Boston psychiatrist recently 
completed a manuscript on the 
subject of narcissism, a broad 
concept which has gained 
prominence as it is increasingly 
understood that infantile sex- 
uality by itself only begins to ex- 
plain man’s basic anxieties. He 
sent the book to his publisher, 
who rejected it, suggesting in a 
note that this doctor try his hand 
at something more saleable, 
along the lines of a psychiatric 
equivalent to Dr. Atkin’s Diet 
Revolution. 


I don’t think it would be ex- 
aggeration to propose that, as far 
as the public is concerned, the 
truths of psychoanalytic theory 
(which themselves are mutable) 
are at the mercy of commer- 
cialism and the notion that, in 
the land of plenty, there is an 
abundance of mental health to 
be acquired, and at little cost. Of 
course, one can’t complain too 
much about the blithe bastar- 
dization of psychotherapeutic 
concepts, because there was a 
time when these ideas were as 
foreign to people as UFOs, and 
about as likely to affect their 
lives. Now, at least, these ideas 
have penetrated the American 
consciousness to some extent, 
even if in palatable forms that 
bear only faint resemblance to 
the originals. Much-used collo- 
~ Guialisms like “I’m trying to get 
it together” and “she’s really got 
her head screwed on right” stand 
for a set of therapeutic 
aspirations, whether they are 
mere words or not. Ten years 
ago, the colloquial posture was a 
negative one; we tried to es- 


tablish our “sanity” by pointing 
out that so-and-so was “off his 
rocker” or “bananas.” 


But, in order even to ape psy- 
chotherapeutic insights, the 
layman has had to defuse their 
full emotional power; or, put 
another way, publishing houses 
these days are packaging benign 
editions of very complex concep- 
tualization, pushing their 
favorite Evelyn Wood course in 
the unconscious. Americans, in 
their quest to master the alien 
(Communism, the moon), have 
made a fetish of psychoanalytic 
theory so that for many it is just 
another intellectual pelt to hang 
on the wall. 


All of this brings me at last to 
the most compelling book I’ve 
read in years, Ernest Becker’s 
The Denial of Death (The Free 
Press, 1973, $7.95), which was 
published last year but won the 
1974 Pulitzer Prize for general 
nonfiction. Becker, a cultural 
anthropologist who has written 
seven books, has here composed 
a brilliant synthesis of psy- 
choanalytic and humanistic 
thought, drawing chiefly on 
Freud, Rank, Jung, and 
Kierkegaard. His book should 
restore to those on whom the 
ideas of psychoanalysis have 
been lost a sense of both their 
power and limitations. Becker 
shows that there is no quick 
cure; whether one undergoes 
psychoanalysis or tries to 
analyze oneself, it is an endless 
process of reconciling one’s self 
with man’s difficult position in 
the world: he is at once mortal 
and acutely aware of his 
finiteness. This distinguishes 
him from angels on one hand and 
beasts on the other, and forces 
him to make some variety of 
peace with his own mortality. 
“What does it mean to be a self- 
conscious animal?’’ writes 
Becker. ‘“The idea is ludicrous, if 
it is not monstrous. It means to 
know that one is food for worms. 
This is the terror: to have emerg- 
ed from nothing, to have a name, 
consciousness of self, deep inner 
feelings, an excruciating inner 
yearning for life and self- 


expression — and with all this 
yet to die.” 


This argument, namely that of 
man’s inescapablé 
creatureliness, his discomfort 
within his own body, is deftly 
reconstructed using Kierkegaard 
as a seminal psychoanalytic 
figure. Becker reiterates his 
thesis throughout the book in 
different forms and by calling on 
different thinkers, like a diligent 
analyst who must not let his 
patient, the reader, lose sight of 
it: that out of man’s organismic 
narcissism, out of his continuing 
need (observed most easily in the 
child) to gain control of his body 
and the world, to achieve self- 
esteem, man develops heroic 
stances as a way to transcend his 
astonishing smallness. But the 
essential element in this nar- 
cissism (or causa-sui project, as 
Becker calls it) is his denial of 
death: in man’s effort to defend 
himself against his fear of death 
(as William James said, the fear 
“is the fear of the universe’’), to 
dissociate himself from his 
creatureliness, he resorts to com- 
plex defense formations, rituals, 
denials, phobias, displacements, 
projections. When these defenses 
don’t work, the result is neurosis 
and psychosis. These conditions 
indicate that the death-denying 
mechanism can no longer do its 
job adequately enough to sustain 
the illusion of safety in the 
world. Psychotics know more of 
the emotional truth of the 
human condition than others 
because they can no longer 
fabricate a sense of their 
significance in a body that is 
decomposing around them and 
in a world that is terrifying in its 
overwhelmingness. 


To state Becker’s thesis so 
skimpily is certainly not going to 
impress upon anyone its syn- 
thetic brilliance. Indeed, to deal 
with The Denial of Death in a 
few paltry paragraphs 
shortchanges its intelligence. For 
in the course of shifting more 
weight in the psychoanalytic 
balance to the irresolvable 
human paradox of self- 
consciousness and away from 


Freudian obsessiveness and 
Freudian infantile sexuality, 
Becker orchestrates an endless 
procession of insights. Among 
them: he penetratingly tran- 
slates Kierkegaard into psycho- 
analytic terms; he fashions a 
mini-analysis of Freud’s death 
anxieties, which prevented him 
from facing his own terror, and 
caused him to conceive of death 
as an instinct (a concept that 
holds little water these days) in- 
stead of an ineluctable force 
beyond him; he even succeeds in 
demonstrating the mechanisms 
of denial in the behaviorists; 
with a full appreciation of life’s 
ambiguities (a virtue not equally 
shared by strident gurus and 
quick-cure artists), he discusses 
man’s tow basic dualisms, the 
body/soul conflict and man’s im- 
pulse toward both narcissistic 
isolation and Christian Agape. 


Perhaps it is Becker’s intellec- 
tual breadth that enables him, 
with the support of the work of 
Otto Rank (in which Becker in- 
vests a great deal), to speak of 
the great therapeutic ambiguity. 
Psychoanalysis can, through 
transference and the cautious 
derepression of fears and anx- 
ieties, put man back in touch 
with his nature, but it is still 
severely limited. In Freud’s well- 
known words, a successful psy- 
choanalysis replaces neurotic 
misery with ordinary human suf- 
fering; but for some, neurotic 
anxiety may in the end be the 
more tolerable style of existence. 
Becker argues convincingly 
against the current mania for 
“total liberation” and complete 
candor, the giddiness with which 
people approach their prospec- 
tive enlightenment. There will 
never be total therapeutic vic- 
tory because beyond infantile, 
Oedipal guilt looms the intrac- 
table guilt of being-in-the-world, 
and beyond anxiety over separa- 
tion from parents lies the in- 
curable anxiety of separation 
from life itself. 


Ernest Becker died of cancer 
last March, a few months after 
the publication of The Denial of 
Death. He was forty-nine.

MOVIE OF THE WEEK: 
Roman Polanski (pictured above, as a 
weaselly hoodlum) makes his directorial 
return with this sleek period piece, a 
thirties’ detective drama that never 


‘quite stands up as a coherent mystery. 


Nor, on the other hand, does it present a 
particularly original slant; aside from a 
smattering of Polanski perversities (a 
slashed nose, incest, fish eyes for 
dinner), this is mostly a collection of 


\_ detective-story cliches. However, Jack 


Nicholson performs magnificently as the 
quintessential smartass, and this is the 
first in the current spate of period films 
not to flaunt its authenticity; it’s just 
quietly convincing, at least as far as 
period detail goes, instead. Screenplay 
by Robert Towne (The Last Detail), who 
has the reputation of a skillful 
screenwriter for reasons that elude us 
completely. Hopelessly confused, but 
promising enough to be worth your 
while. At the Circle, Brookline. 
MURDER. Out of the woodwork, 
Hitchcock devotees — this is the first 
Boston showing in 44 years of his 1930 
whodunit, starring Herbert Marshall. 
Wednesday through Saturday, at the 
Park Square. 

FOR PETE’S SAKE. Zany Barbra, as 
she is being called in the ads, runs 
through all manner of hijinx to make her 
husband rich — she delivers bombs for 
the mob, she rustles cattle, she tries to 
hook (sort of like a Doris Day miscast in 
Belle du Jour; her madam is played by 
Molly Picon). Naturally (since money is 
everything, in this scheme of things) 
they do get rich in the end, but not 
without plenty of trouble. Basically a 
geriatric good time, with a few harmless 


kissing scenes to appeal to the young 
’uns. But all in all it’s a poor man’s 
What’s Up Doc?, with the poor men in 
question being Michael Sarrazin (in the 
thankless role of Barbra’s husband) and 
director Peter Yates (whose last comedy 
was The Hot Rock, and who wouldn’t 
know a good joke if it shot him between 
the eyebrows). At the Paris and subur- 
ban theatres. 

LUCIA. An extraordinary Cuban film 
with gobs of technique but even more 
emotion. Each of its three parts (turn of 
the century, the thirties, and after 
Castro) features a woman named Lucia, 
who is battered by revolution and gross- 
ly abused by men. The simultaneous 
depiction and implicit criticism of sex- 
ism often confuse, and there’s some 
Marxist naivete too. But the acting is 
superb despite all that passion, and the 
chiaroscuro black and whites and the 
unusually mobile camerawork of the 
first part are incredible to look at. 
Highly recommended. At the Orson 
Welles. 

THAT’S ENTERTAINMENT. The 
idea is a guaranteed winner: a collection 
of clips from vintage movie musicals, 
featuring such tuneful greats as Judy 


_ little sense when the focus is shifted 


Garland, such toe-tappers as Kelly and ' 
Astaire, such aquabats as Esther 
Williams. And we have a few reser- 
vations: at two and a quarter hours it’s 
too long, only MGM material was 
available (hence no good Rogers-Astaire 
footage), great material like the 
American In Paris ballet demands to be 
seen in its entirety, and nobody needed 
to see how sad and grayish the stars have 
grown as they wobble out to introduce 
the highlights. However, it’s great fun 
anyway, especially the parts that are 
edited for comedy (i.e. Garland’ and 
Mickey Rooney playing the identical 
scene in about ten different Andy Hardy 
pictures). Our favorite faux pas: lead- 
footed Joan Crawford trying to dance. 
At the Cinema 57. 

DAISY MILLER. More a vehicle for 
Cybill Shepherd than an adaptation of 
Henry James, and it all makes precious 


from Barry Brown’s Winterbourne to 
Cybill’s Daisy. Peter Bogdanovich’s 
direction is as slick as ever, perhaps too 
much so; the whole thing feels like a 
series of vignettes from Masterpiece 
Theatre, only not nearly as interesting.
